Southampton, April 1.—The passenger 
steamer Stella, plying between this port 
and the Channel Islands, crashed upon 
the dreaded Casquet rocks, near the Isl- 
and of Alderney, on Thursday afternoon, 
in a dense fog, and foundered in ten 
minutes, her boilers exploding with ao 
tremendous report as she went down. It 
As believed that 70 persons were drowned, 
Lhe coasting steamer Lynx, which 
brought the news of the disaster here 
picked up four boats and 40 persons be- 
longing to the Stella. 

Details ot the Calamity, 

The Stella, which belongs to the Lon- 
don & Southwestern Railway Company, 
left Southampton at noon on Thursday, 
conveying the flrest daylight excursion of 
the season to the Channel Islands, There 
were about 185 passengers on board and 
the crew numbered 35 men. The weather 
was foggy, but all went well until the 
afternoon, when the fog became most 
dense, At 4 o'clock the Casquet suddenly 
loomed up through the fog bank and the 
steamer almost bnmediately afterwards 
struck amidship. Tho captain, secing 
that the Stella was fast sinking, ordered 
the lifeboats to be launched.

A Welcome Steamer, 

“We sighted a sailboat at 6 o'clock in 
the morning, but the Great Western Rail- 
way Company’s steamer Lynx, from 
Weymouth, had meanwhile hove in sight. 
She bore down on us and took us all on 
board. She eventually landed us at 
Guernsey.’ 

The Great Western Railroad Company's 
steamer Vera, from Southampton, picked 
up 40 of the surylvors and landed them 
at Guernsey. 

According to the latest estimates of the 
officials of the London & Southwestern 
Railway Company, not more than 70 
persons were drowned, out of the’ 220 
men on board the Stella when shé struck 
on the rocks. Other reports, however, 
place the number of drowned much 
higher. 

The disaster caused intense excitement 
on the Island of Guernsey and here. 
Many Guernsey families lost rélatives. 
Up to noon yesterday 120 passengers bad 
been accounted for, including J. Parton 
and his wife. Mr. Parton is the manager 
of the Western London office of the 
American line. ; 

Later accounts say that the Stella had 
140 passengers on board, and that her 
crew numbered 42 persons. 

Scene Was Heartrending. 


The scene at the moment of the sink- 
ing of the yessel_was heartrending. | 
Women were screaming and [praying, 
and people were clinging to spars and 
other wreckage in all directions. Those 
wwho-had succeeded in getting into the 
boats had a narrow escape from belng 
engulfed on account of the suction cansed 
by the sinking vessel. 

The voice of Captain Rocks, from the 
bridge, wes frequently heard urging the 
rowers to pull for their lives. ‘The boats 
were adrift for 15 hours, during which 
time their occupants were without food 
or water, and, as their clothes ere 
drenched, they suffered greatly. 

The disaster is generally attributed to 
the high speed at which the steamer was 
travelling in the fog.

_A Grant to the Northern Pacific Read~ 


Statisties Showing the Growth of 
the Province. 


Winnipeg, April 3.—Provincial Troas- 
urer MeAtirian has concluded his budget 
spoech in the Legislature. The estimates 
are yery much the same as for 1898. The 
following changes are the principal ones: 

Government estlinates to receive, in 
addition to the regular subsidy, $800,000 
from the sohool lands fund, about $50,- 
000 from the provinolal lands, an increase 
of $25,000 over last year, and $60,000 
froni land titles offices, an increase of 
about $10,000, 

On the expenditure side, school grants 
are increased from $200,000 to $250,000. 

Grants for public works are slightly 
increased, as also the cost of maintainin 
public institutions, caused by the growth 
of population; the grant for immigration 
is about the same as last year. 

Estimated expenditure also includes 
aid at $1,750 por mile to the Northern 
Pacific, for the Belmont extension, and 
the C.P.R. for the Foxton and Reston 
extensions,

The Prorogation Speech. 


His Honor the Licutenant-Governor 
then, in a clear voice, read the following 
speech: 

Mr, Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legis- 
lative Assembly: 

In dismissing you from the arduous 
labors of the session, I haye to thank you 
for the attention given to the public duties 
imposed upon you and for the valuable 
logislution which I have just sanctioned. 

I cordially approve of the measures 
uidlopted for supplementing the revenues 
of the province. By the act of last year, 
which required the manufacture of saw- 
logs in Canada, it was inevitable that the 
recelpts from the Crown 
mons would be impatred, and, when to 
tho probable loss of revenue is added the 

fospendftare arising from the increase of 
-populition and the growing needs of the 
people, the public interests required that 
provision should be made for all necessary 
expondipure and for the maintenance of 
the iimancial standing of the province, I 
am glad that you haye been able to effect 
this by a moderate tax upon the acoumu- 
lation of capital and by a reasonable in- 
crease in the duties upon distillers’, 
Jrewers’ and liquor licenses. Itis gratify- 
ine to believe that the taxes imposed will 
not be burdensome to any of the olasses 
affcoted. 
Aid to Railways. 
_Tossent_yith much pleasure to the act 
réspee ing Aid to certain railways. Since 
Confederation the energies of the Assem- 
bly have been directed towards the de- 
yclopment of all sections of the province, 
andasa result of a wise and prudent 
expenditure of public moneys nearly all 
the outlying portions of the older settle- 
‘ments have been placed within easy reach 
of the markets of the world by the im- 
proyed transportation facilities thus 
afforded. In order, however, that the 
agriculinral resources of tho northerly 
and westerly purts, of Ontario may be 
opened ig) for further settloment and 
that the valuable saineral deposits now 
generally believed to exist in great 
abundance in the same. districts may be 
broughe within the possibilities of deyel- 
opment und that the timber and other 
resources of those districts may be made 
available the further extension of our 
railway systems to those sections becomes 
necossiry, I am pledsetl’ therefore to « 
think that within two or three years 
access will probably be obtained by rail- 
way to agricultural lands in the Rainy 
River district and the mineral and timber 
lands lying between Rainy Lake and 
Port Arthur, I am also pleased to notice 
that through part of the railroad systems 
projected it is intended to place the capi- 
tal of the province in direct communica- 
tion with the tide waters of Hudson Bay, 
thus opening a now rogion to the encrgies 
of our own people and establishing a new 
highway betavecn our own province by 
way of Hudson Bay and the northern 
territories of the Dominion, 
Juation snd Corporations, 

The amendments which you haye made 
to the Statute Laws of the province, and 
to the Municipal and Assessment Acts for 
the purpose of facilitating the adminis- 
tration of justice and rendering more 
effective the government of munjoipal 
corporations and for other purposes Will, 
Lum confident, be of material advantage 
to all disses of the community. 

Phe acta vespeoting public schools, the 
amendments to the election laws, the fur- 
ther Jnyprovement of our mining indus- 
tries, for the protection of our fisheries, 
and for the better administration of the 
game liws mect with my hearty ap- 
proval. 

Workmen's Compenention, 

I have with much satisfaction assented 
to an uct for facilitating and lessening 
the costs of procedure by which working- 
mon who suffer injuries in the course of 
thelr employment may obtain such oom- 
pensation as I am oonfident it is the 
dosire of tho Assembly they should re- 
eoivo, I have no doubt this aot will 
greatly ald in so uring to workmen and 
render less onerous upon employers the 
cost of recovering compensation in the 
eve it of such accidents as are Inoldent to 
many of the industries of the province,

A Man Arroated op Suspicion—He Donies 
the Alleged Crime at Fiibt,

«Michigan, was found dead in bed. The 
local doctor said, as he viewed the body,

found a bottle Iabelled chloroform on th. 
floor of the house. ‘The bottle he identi- 
fied as one he had sold previously to one 
William Spears, who was a journeyman 
paperhanger, with headquarters at Clio. 

© coroner held an inquest. The vital 
organs were sent to Flint for analysis. 
Tho enquiry brought out the facts that 
the night Spears bought the chloroform 
he hired a livery rig that was later seen 
in front of Marr's house. 
Spears Was Arrested, 

This was Tuesday. On Friday Spears 
left Clio. At Birch Run he was arrested 
and lodged in jail. Marr is said to have 
once lived at Norfolk, Ont., where his 
wife and daughter reside. It is alleged 
that Marr had a separation from his 
wife. This document and $40 are missing 
from Marr’s house. It is stated that 
Spears knew Marr in Norfolk, and one 
theory for the supposed crime is that 
Spears chloroformed Marr to get the 
papers of separation, but overcaleulated 
the dose. Spears was examined here, but 
denied all knowledge of the crime, The 
police declare that they have evidence 
that Spears was in Marr’s house’ the 
night the rig was seen before it, and that 
a picce of the label of the bottle was 
found in Spears’ pockets and identified 

_by the druggist. 

Spears is said to have been formerly & 
resident of Georgetown, Ont., and was 
swell known in Halton County.

In explaining the condition of the in 
ternal organs of the human body the 
dootor has to depend upon his ear, Mod 
orn medicine knows of two methods to 
determine disturbances in the functions 
of tho different organs, auscultation and 
poreussion Auscultation ts based upon 
the fact that the functions of the dlffer- 
ent organs are accompanied by noises, 
tho character of which yaries according 
to the condition of the organs. 

The trained and experienced ear of the 
doctor will be able to discover even slight 
functional disorders of the heart or lungs 
by auscultation, with or without a stetho 
scope. The principle upon which perous 
sion is based is a recognition of the fact 
that the sound produced by tapping 
lightly against any part of the thorax 
varios xcoording to the conditions of the 
organs lying underneath the spot where 
the tapping is done, If the organ ts solid, 
the sound will be dull; if it is distended 
by gas, the sound will be hollow and 
sonorous. ‘he lungs, in their normal 
condition, are filled with alr, and there 
fore give a hollow sound in percussion 
If any part of the lungs becomes solidi 
fled by inflation, that fact may be discov 
ered by the difference in the sound pro 
duced hy that particular part in percus 
sion. 

These two wethods of cuxamining the 
condition of Snterpal organs of the 
human body, although very useful in 
many causes. ive nob by any means. very 
reliable, because frequently the differ 
ences in the sounds are so slight that 
even the trained ear of an experienced 
physician cannot devect thei. 

A short timeago two Italian physicians 
invented an instrument, which they call 
phonendoscope und which seems destined 
to supplant the old-fashioned and un- 
satisfactory stethoscope and the percussion 
haynmer. 

The manner of using the instrument 
is vory slinple, says The Cincinnati Com- 
mercial. The operator places the car 
pieces in his cars and then rests the 
bottom of the rod firmly upon the skin, 
as neat as possible to the organ which he 
wishes to examine, With the free second 
finger he depresses the skin in such a

ASSAY OFFICE NEWS. 


Official Report for the Month of March, 


The official statement of samples re- 
ceived atthe Ontario Government Assay 
Office shows that 63 samples were handled 
by the office during the month of March, 
Of these 26 were for assay or analysis sent 
in by the public, comprising 16 for gold, 
4 copper and 3 iron ores for partial an- 
alysis. The fees collected for this work 
aggregated $2820. 15 samples were 
treated for the Bureau of Mines, of which 
11 were for gold, 2 for nickel and 2 for 
copper. 


Two zinc ores (zinc blende) from Lake 
Superior were received for zine assay. The 
samples for identification aggregated 
twenty-two, most of them being from 
North Hastings. The samples for assay 
camo from Hastern Ontario and the 
Michipicoten district north of Lake 
Superior, where there seems to be de- 
velopment work going on during the 
Winter. Some of the gold ores from East. 
ern Ontario showed high values.

Our Correspondent on Sir 
Hibbert Tupper's Exposure 
of Siftonian Mat-Ad- 
ministration. 


Vice Rampant Among Yukon Officials 
--Blackmail Flourishes Under the 
British Flag--Courtesans Dictate 
the Disposition of Claims. 

[Special Ottawa Correspondence. } 
Orrawa, April 3rd. 
During the four days of the week the 

Conservatives who spoke were Messrs. 

Roche, Bennett, Sproule, Chauvin, Clancy, 

Hughes, MoInerney and Sir Charles Hib- 

bert Tupper, The Liberals who replied 

were Hon. Mr. Tarte, and Messrs. Monet, 

McClure, Carroll, Marcotte, Davis, 

Bourassa and Madore, so that it will be 

‘seen that the Government has found it 

necessary to reply to the able arguments 

adduced by the Opposition speakers, a line 
of policy they had apparently abandoned 
at the close of the first week of the debate. 

Mr. Tarte’s speech was very noticeable for 

its bold and aggressive tone. He defend- 

ed himself with considerable ability frcm 
the attacks made on him, mostly by Liber- 
als, and uuder the guise of a willingness to 
retire from the Ministry whenever his 
leader asked him to do so, practically 
challenged that leader (Sir Wilfrid Laurier) 
to put him out of the Ministry if he dared. 

There was no mistaking the tone of Mr, 

Tarte’s speech. He wished it understood 

that he controlled the Province of Quebec 

and that the Province of Quebec controlled 
the Dominion. 


“MASTER OF THE ADMINISTRATION.” 

Mr,{Beaonett, who followed});Mr. Tarte, 
very aptly styled that gentleman the 
‘Master of the Adminfstration” and pro- 
ceeded to criticise the Minister in an ex- 
ceedingly able way, ‘‘Billy’ Bennett, as 
he is popularly termed, is a little terror 
when he gets loose, and gave the Minister 
of Public Works the, mcet uncomfortable 
half-hour he has spent for some time. All 
the speeches by Conservatives this week 
haye been considerably above the average, 
and the very able address delivered by Dr. 
Sproule on Monday will rank as one of his 
very best Parliamentary efforts. Mr.

THE SPEECH OF THE WEEK. 


The speech of the week, however, and, 
indeed, the speech of the debate, was the 


one with which Sir C. H, Tupper ocou- } 


pied the attention of the House at both the 
afternoon and evening sittings on Thurs- 
day, speaking altogether for six hours and 
ahalf. Sir Hibbert Tupper’s speech was 
divided into two very distinct portions. In 
the afternoon he defended the leader of the 
Opposition (his father) from the unfair and 
unjustifiable attacks of the Premier, and 
indulged in a general criticism of the Goy- 
ernment’s policy, In the evening Sir 
Hibbert ‘‘Oarried the war into Africa,” 
and attacked the Ministry, and especially 
Hon Mr. Sifton, on the mal-administration 
of the Yukon territory. 


A TERRIBLE ARRAIGNMENT. 


The arraignment of the Government was 
one of the most masterly oexploit- 
ations of Governmental incapacity which 
has ever been hvard on the floor of 
Parliament, In calm and measured tones, 
without excitement and apparently ‘* More 
in sorrow than in anger,” Sir Hibbert, back- 
ed up by numerous statements, documents, 
extracts from the public press and private 
letters, exposed the horrible mass of cor- 
ruption, immorality, incompetency and 
deliberate fraud which has characterized 
every step of the Yukon administration. 
In plain words Sir Hibbert said that under 
Commissioner Walsh the entire staff in the 
Yukon was rotten from top to bottom, 
Vice, immorality, and plunder reigned 
rampant. Walsh was living in open im- 
morality with the most notorioys woman 
in the Klondike, and through her a very 
large ameunt of blackmailing was done. 


was on & scale of extravagance, and to ad 
minister rogulations whish appeared to 
have been constructed for the oxpress pur 
pose of affording tho officiala opportunities 
for supplementing their limited salaries by 
levying blackmail. 


TO ABOLISH THRE MILITIA, 

Apart from Sir Hibbert Tupper's ar- 
raignment of the Government on its Yukon 
Administration, the most sensational foa- 
turo of the past week was the arraignment 
of the Militia Department by Major-Gen- 
eral Hutton in his annual report on the 
state of the Militia, which was laid before 
Parliament on Monday night. Major- 
General Hutton, in effect, says that the 
Administration of the Militia is about as 
rotten and inefticiont as Sir Hibbert Tup- 
per showed the Administration of the 
Yukon to bo—but in a different way. In 
the Yukon, Walsh and his subordinates 
were, according to Sir Hibbert Tupper, 
dishonest, immoral and drunken. In the 
Militia Department there is no dishonest, 
immoral or drunken conduct charged ; but 
the Major-General says, almost in so many 
words, that there is too much political 
** pull,” too much “influence” of various 
kinds, and that the militia can never be- 
come an eflicient fighting force so long as 
it continues to: have a double-barrelled 
head ; that ia, so long asit is under both 
civil and military control. He proposes 
a drastic remedy. Practically he recom- 
mends the abolition: of the Canadian 
** Militia,” the Militia Department and the 
Minister of Militia, and the substitution of 
a Canadian ‘‘ Army,” with a War Office, 
and a Commander-in-Chief. Like other 
military men who have preceded him, 
Major-General Hutton does not appear to 
understand the very genesis of our militia 
orce, which is defence,’ not attack. He 
wants to create an ‘‘army”’ for fighting 

urposes, but it is yery questionable 
whether there are a dozen mon of any

If General Hut- 
ton’s report can be instrumental in bring- 
ing abonta reform in this respect it will 
not have been written.in vain.

8. ‘Vhe construction of roads, railroads 
and similar means of communjeatian and 
transportation, and of athoy public works, 
manifestly to the advantage of the Philip- 
pine people, shall be promoted. 

9, Domestic and foreign trade and com- 
merce, agriculture and other industrial 
pursuits tending toward the general de- 
velopment of the country, in the interests 
of the inhabitants, shall be objects of 
constant solicitude and fostering care. 

10. Effective provision shall be made 
for the establishment of elementary 
schools, in which the children of the peo- 
ple may be educaeed, and appropriate 
facilities shall be provided for # higher 
education. 

Reforms All Round. 

11, Reforms in all departments of the 
Goyernment, all branches of the public 
service, and all corporations closely 
touching the common life of the people, 
shall be undertaken without delay and 
effected conformably with right and jus- 
tice In a way to satisfy the well-founded 
demands and the highest sentiments and 
aspirations of tho people. Such is the 
spirit in which the United States comes 
to tho people of the islands, and the 
Prosident has instructed the commission 
to make this publicly known. 

In obeying bis behest, the commission- 
ors desire to join the President in express- 
ing thelr good-will toward tho, Philippine 
people, and fq extend to the leading, 
representative men an invitation to moet 
thom for the purpose of persona] joquaint- 
ance and the exchange af yews and opin- 
fons.

VAN IS SAVING HIS RAILS, 





C.P.R. Knows Too Much to Pat Heavy 
Ralls on New Earthworks, 


Montreal, April 8.—Sir William Van 
Horne, president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, was asked yesterday by your 
correspondent if he had read The Ross- 
land Miner's charges regarding old rails 
on the Crow’s Nest road. This was his 
reply: 

“When the Crow's Nest line fs fully 
completed, it will be just as good as the 
‘best sections of the main line, but we 
bave learned better than to put our heavi- 
est rails on new earthworks, where they 
would be damaged during construction 
and early operation. On a great part of 
the Crow’s Nest line the heaviest rails 
are already being laid, and the rest will 
follow in due course, and as soon as we 
deem it wise to put them down.” 

The Canadian Pacific will soon begin 
enlarging Windsor station. The present 
floor space is 50.404 feet, which is to be 
increased to 102,181 feet. Another storey 


will also be added to the building,

VICTIMSIOE FIRE IN NEW YORK 


Another Horror in the Wealthy 
Quarter of Gotham. 


Twelve Bodlos Already Mecoverod- The 


Injured Number Fight and Some © 


Them May Not Recover— Homes of Two 


Prominent New Yorkers Devastated 


The “Condition of the Injuared=—The 


Property Loas Estimated. 


Newt!York, April 8.—Thirteen lives are 
known to have been lost by the flro 
which destroyed the homes of Wallace oF 
Andrews, president of tho New York 
Steam Heating Company, at 2 Kast 87th 
acroot, and Alfrod J. Adams, at No. 8 
Hast 60th street, yesterday morning, and 
elght parsons are injured, 

The Dend. 

The following are the name of those 
known to be dead: Wallace ©. Andrews, 
president of the New York Steam Heat- 
ing Company; Margaret Andrews, his 
wife; Mrs, Goorglana B, St. John, sister- 
in-law of Mra. Androws and wife of Q. 
D. St. John; Austin B, St, John, 7 years 
old: Wallace St. John, 8 years old; Fred- 
erick St. John, 18 months old—these 
three children of Mrs, St. John; Macy 
Loughlin, a servant; Mary Boland, 
kitchen maid; Mary Flanagan, parlor 
maid; Ann Neary, servant; Eva Peter- 
son, servant: Kate Downing and Marie

Au Explosion. 

The fire was discovered at 2 a.m. 
Policeman MeKnight heard an explosion 
and saw a great flash of light. MoKnight 
tried to get into the house to arouse the 
tenants. He was driven back by the 
flames. He then turned in an alarm, and 
got the people out of V. R. Rothschilds’, 
the miulionafre’s, house, which is close 
by. Around the cornor of 67th strect and 
Fifth avenue aro the homes of Now 
York's richest men, H. O, Armour, 
Perry Belmont, George Gould, 

While some of the flreomen fought the 
flames with hose and chemicals, others 
rushed into the Rothschilds and from 
there into tho Andrews home by way of 
tho rear window. But they were even 
thon too late, for in the middle room of 
the third floor the firemen stumbled over 
the bodies of Mrs. St. John and Wallace, 
hor 3-year-old child. The child was dead, 
but Mrs. St. John was still alive and 
gasping for breath. She died in the 
Rothschilds house later. 

Mr, Andrews and his wife occupied the 
middle room on the second floor. There, 
two hours later, their bodies were found, 
clasped tightly together. They were so 
charred as to be almost beyond recogni- 
tion. Alice White, the cook of the An- 
drewses, leaped from the fourth floor to an 
extension which rose to the third floor, 
She was found there unconscious by fire- 
men. Jennle Burns, another of the sery- 
ants, jumped from the same window to 
the extension. She crushed in her skull 
and is in the hospital, fatally injured. 

Mary Holland, the kitchen maid; Mary 
Flanagan, the parlor maid; Ann Neary 
and Eva Paterson, the four remaining 
servants, were on the fourth floor. Their 
dead bodies have been found, 

A Second Fatal Fire, 

On the north side of 69th street, Is the 
bandsome home of Alfred J. Adams, the 
millionaire sporting man. A_ servant 
opened the front window to see what the 
tumult was about, and a gust of wind 
swept in burning brands, The Adams 
house was on fire in a second. Nellie 
Quinn and Mamie Vogel, two servants, 
Were saved by a policeman at the risk of 
bis 'ife. They were carried down to the 
street. In an hour this fire in the Adams 
house was out. But it had done its work, 
for the flremen found the body of Mary 
Loughlin. She was 60 years old. She lay 
at the bottom of the stairs leading to the 
roof, 

By 6 o'clock the fire in the Andrews 
house was sufficiently under control to 
permit of a search of the ruins. Then it 
was that the bodies of the two remaining 
St. John children were found. They were 
carried down and placed by the side of 
their mother and little brother. 

The Dumage. \ 

The damage in the Adams house 
estimated at $10,000. Mr. Adams is one 
of the largest owners of flats in this olty. 
A leakage of gas is the reason assigned 
by several for the explosion. Of the in- 
jured, Nellie Quinn, the servant rescued 
from the Adams house, is reported to be 
in a very serious condition. Her recovery 
is doubtful. Alice White, the cook in the 
Andrews house, who jumped from the 
fourth floor to an extension, and Jennie 
Burns are also in a critical condition. 
The othors are suid to be in no danger. 

Tt is estimated that the Andrews house 
was worth $175,000. The value of the 
contents are not known, but there was 
much fine furniture. A conservative 
estimate places the value of the contents 
at $75,000. 

Another body found in the Andrews 
house brings the total of known dead to 
12. It 1s almost certain that there ts still 
another body in the Andtews house, 
which will bring the total dead to 13, 
with Jennie Burns so seriously injured 
that she cannot live, 


fhe Jamaican Situation Bad, 


Kingston, Jamaica, April 8.—The 
Council adjourned yesterday. leaving the 
political situation almost chaotic, the 
representatives having passed a vote of 
censure on the officers of the Government 
and having adopted a resolution de- 
manding their removal, including the 
Governor, Sir Augustus Hemming. Last 
hight, throughout the rural parishes, 
inass meetings Were held and éfigies of 
Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, the British Seo- 
retary of State for the Colonies; Governor 
Hemming and Mr. Palache, a represent- 
ative who, at the final crisis, yoted with 
the Government, and who holds a Goy- 
ernment appointment, were burned.

| German Consul Issued w Proclamation 
Practically Telling Rebols to Stand 
Their Ground 
| fer War 


Then They Prepared 


German Cousul Made Them 
Believe No One Dare Attack Them 
Under His Protection. 


Aplo, Samoa, March 24, via San Fran- 
clsco, April 8.—There have been lively 
times in Samoa during the past few days. 
The United States and British warships 
have shelled Mataafa's forces repeatodly, 
and sailors have been landed in Apla to 
protect property, Numerous casualtios 


have resulted on both sides. Admiral 
Kautz and the commanders of the Brit- 
ish ships are anxiously awaiting advices 
from their Governments, and in the 


meantime the shelling proceeds daily. 
When Admiral Kautz arrived on the 
Philadelphia he spent two days in mak- 
ing enquiries, and then called a meeting 
of all the consuls and senior officers of 
all the warships in the harbor. 

Americau Proclamation Issued, 

As a result of the meeting a proclama- 
tion was issued by the American admiral, 
declaring that the so-called Proylsional 
Government under Mataafa can haye no 
legal status under the Berlin treaty, and 
therefore cannot, be recognized by tho 
consular and naval representatives, and 
ordering Mataafa and his supporters to 
quietly go to their homes and respect 
laws of the Berlin treaty. It was further 
ordered that the people ejected from 
thelr homes be returned, and the power 
of the naval force, it was stated, would 
be used against all who disregarded the 
right of peaceably disposed people. The 
authority of the chief justice was up- 
held by the proclamation, and the 
admiral closed by saying that he trusts 
that there will be no occasion to use mili- 
tary powers. 

The proclamation was signed by Ad- 
miral Kautz. 

5 Where Germany's Haud Was Shown. 


This proclamation was taken to Ma- 
taafa and read to him by Lieut. Miller. 
It was received in silence, and no answer 
Was made. Mataafa and his chiefs quietly 
left, and went to the western portion of 
the municipality, and it seemed as if 
they were about to obey thé command 
to return to their homes. The German 
consul, however, issued a counter-proc- 
Jamation in the Samoan language, which 
was distributed among the Mataafans. 
The proclamation reads as follows: 

‘Notice to all Samoans: By the proc- 
lamation of the admiral of the United 
States, dated March 11, it was made 
known that the three consuls of the sig- 
natory powers of the Berlin treaty, as 
well as the three commanders of men-of- 
war, had been unanimous to no more 
recognize the Provisional Government 
composed of Mataafa and the 13 chiefs. 

“*T therefore make known to you that 
this proclamation is quite false. I, the 
German consul-general, continue to 
recognize the Provisional Government of 
Samoa untill I have recelyed contrary in- 
| structions from my Government. (Signed) 

Rose, German Consul-General. 
“Apia, March 13, 1899.”

He and his chicfs were buoyed up by 
the German consul's proclamation and 
vague talk that Germany would support 
them, and was the greatest nation on 
earth, invincible in war, and that Groat 
Britain and America would never dare to 
ongage Germany in conflict. Signal guns 
were fired, and the foreign population of 
British and Adericans Were taken on 
board thelr respective Warships. Other 
nationalities went on board sailing vessels 
in the harbor, One hundred and soventy- 
five men and officcra were landed, and 
at Admiral Kautz’s request Captain Stur- 
dee of the Porpolse assumed command of 
the combined forces on shore, Plag 
Lieutenant Miller of the Philadelphia 
assisting. 

Surgeons sud Nurses Landed, 

Surgeons were landed from both ships, 
and Miss MeCoy and Miss Forth, mis- 
slonaries, yolunteered as nurses. ‘The 
whole native population sought protection 
behind the American lines. As soon as 
the land forces were stationed, the Phila- 
delphia opened fire by throwing a shell 
into the outskirts of Apia. The Royalist 
followed with six-inch shells, and the 
Porpoise went down the coast a couple 
of miles and bombarded the yillage of 
Viausu, where Jarge parties of rebels 
were supposed to be. The church was 
smashed by a shell, and the house of the 
manager of the German plantation was 
damaged. The whole of the outskirts of 
Apia were shelled from the harbor, about 
70 shells being fired before dark, when 
the firing ceased. A shell from the Phila- 
delphia, which was sighted, for 2,500 
yards unfortunately exploded after it had 
gone only 1,100 yards. It knocked oyer 
an outbuilding of the American consul- 
ate and damaged the veranda of the main 
building. One of the sailors was wounded 
in the leg. 

British Sailors Killed. 

About dusk the rebels nade an attack 
on the Britishers at th Tivoli Hotel. 
Their flre was returned, but it is not 
known how many were killed. About 
2.80 a.m. the natives made a rush on the 
guard at the Tivoli. Three British sailors 
were killed and one wounded. The native 
loss is unknown. At the request of the 
British 4 Maxim gun was sent from the 
Philadelphia to the Hritish consulate, 
and with it some men to work it. The 
next day a body of 300 Malietoans had 
their rifles returned to them from the 
Porpoise, and rendered good service in 
clearing the brush. The rebel village of 
Viaala was burned in order to prevent 
the close approach to the consulate, 

The Vulke Ordered to Stuy. 

The German warship Falke attempted 
to leave port on a secret mission, when 
Admiral Kautz ordered her captain to

There is intense feeling against the 
Germans here, and they are accused of

London, April 8.—The Globe yester- 
day afterncon refers to the absurd notion 
of the Amerivan papers that Rngland 
might exchange her possessions in the 
West Indies for tho Philippines. ‘The 
paper says that such an oxchange for 
England would amount to giving tho 
desirable for the undesirable, The Brit- 
ish Wost Indies, it asserts, havo not the 
slightest wish to change their sovervign- 
ty. Tho petitions which the colonists 
there have sent to thé British Goyern- 
ment have reference only to tho scouring 
of fresh concessions from England. The 
Globo adduces as an argument for Eng- 
land's retention of the Woat Indies the 
expected opening of the Nicaraguan 
Canal.

CANADA'S MINERAL WEALTH 


How Itls Yearly Being Handed 
Over to the Amerioans. 


Seme Startling Statements Concerning 
the Doings of the Ontarie and Do- 
minion Gevernments Made by Mr. 
Napier Rebinson to the Toronto Con- 
servative Clab-The Utter Unreliabil- 
ity of Oamadian Official Figures. 


Toronto, April 11.—Protracted was 
the meoting of the Conservative Club last 
evening and unabated the interest mani- 
fested in the startling revelations made 
by Mr. Napier Robinson as to the condi- 
tion of Ontario’s nickel industry and tho 
unreliability of all the official returns. 
President B. M. Dumas was in the chair 
and the attendance was unusually large. 


Mr. Napler Robinson spoke of the difficul- 
ties he had encountered in arriving at the 

resent position of the nickel question. The 
tatistics of the Ontario Mining Bureau, the 
eustome returns, minerals and mines re- 
turns, were not only conflicting, but seemed 
purposely misleading. He produced a great 
Qrray of figures for the years 1892-07, In- 
clusivg, as for these years only can all the 
oficTal returns be shown in print. The 
yoar 1898 showed from unofficial sources 
nearly 14,000,000 pounds of nickel produced, 
or nearly double that of any other previous 
year, thus showing how the nickel Indus- 
oy is Increasing. t 

Yhe Dominion, he said, was the only coun- 
try In the world having nickel an jron 
deposite. When he found in the various re- 
turns not only millilons of pounds. but miil- 
lions of dollars variation, he came to the 
Conclusion that the authoritles were pur- 
posely trying to mystify the people. If 
@uch differences were found in regard to 
nickel it was a fair deduction that similar 
discrepancies existed in other official re- 
turns. 

Mr. Robinson strongly argued that the 
Government should inslst that the ores 
should be refined here instead of In the 
United States. Analyzing the figures as to 
exports from Canada and imports into the 
United States, he sald there was lying on 
the one side or the other. No falth could 
be placed in these offtelal figures. The 

eople of the United States benefit by what 
f Canada’s natural heritage, by which the 

om jon Is robbed of millions of dollars 
auunally. Bo far ns the mineral resources 
of Canada have been treated, it hus been 
an absolute disgrace to any Goyernme at 
calling d4tself Canadian. 

As the United States bave no nickel, there- 
fore t ey place on nickel an export duty. 
But as they must have Canadian nickel, 
they put the Import of gickel on their free 
lat I would, said Mr. Robinson, put such 
a duty on our nickel as would absolutely 
stop export from this country. Canada 
should be preserved for the Canadians and 
not be transferred with its mineral riches 
to the United States. 

According to Mr. Thompson, manager of 
the New Jersey Keflnery, for every $25,000 
spont im Canada for mining olckel ores and 
reducing it to matte $100,000 Is spent In 
the United States in transforming that 
matte into pure metal. The total wages 

ald ip nada from 1892 to 1897 was $1,- 

14,803; In the United States, $6,570,120, or 
$3.80 for every dollur paid in wages in Cau- 
ada, and this jp connection with Canadian 
ore. early $4,000,000 was expended on 
laboring men in New Jersey that ought to 
go into the Canadian workingmen’s pockets, 
The nickel that cost the American 14% cents 
a pound he patrioticully sold to the United 
States at 11 cents a pound. If the present 
policy of selling our coal mines, nickel 
mines, Yukon gold flelds and pulp wood to 
the Amerleans were not thwarted Canada 
would irretrievably suffer.

Sir Wilfrid Ounlifies His Answer, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he desired to 
qualify 4 statement made by him a few 
days ago in reply to a question by the 
leader of the Opposition (Sir Charles 
upper) with reference to a paragraph in 
the nowspapers that the United States 
authorities had asked for a delimitation 
of the boundaries between Alaska and 
Canada, He had said there had been no 
negotiations. He now desired to say that 
®& proposition of the kind had been made 
by the United States authorities and an 
answer given by the Conadian Goyern- 
ment, but, unfortunately, the matter 
was not yet In such a position that th 
papers could be brought down. : 

Sir Charles Tupper said that he would 
like to ask whether, pending the delimi- 
tution that would take place, regulations 
sould be made that \ould seoure the 
preatest possible facilities in crossing 
country elther way to and from the 
Yukon, He thought it very important 
that a temporary arrangement should be 
clfected pending permanent settlement of 
the question, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier did not reply, but 
nodded his head, seemingly in approval. 

Domylille Denies It, 


Col. Domvyille denied the correctness of 
nu statement made in The Mail and 
Empire of the 7th instant in which it 
Was said that the first charge made 
against Major Walsh was by the Liberal 
member for Kings (Domyille). He had 
miade no charge against Major Walsh, 
and he now wished to stute that ‘any- 
one who charged Major Walsh with 
being drunk or drinking while in the 
Yukon was guilty of a base slander,’’ 

The Debate Resumed, 

The Minister of Customs, resuming 
the debate on the addrwss, observed that 
he would puss over the financial criti- 
clsins of the Opposition, inasmuch as the 
Finance Mintster would shortly in his 
budget speech be able to show that he 
had a surplus on consolidated fund last 
year of a million and three-quarters, and 
for the current year a surplus of double 
that amount. Neither would he allude to 
the Yukon adininistration, as another 
opportunity was to be afforded for dis- 
cussing it. 

The Trade Question, 

Mr. Paterson said he was surprised at 
seeing in ‘Lhe Toronto Telegram a refer- 
ence to Hon. N. Clarke Wallace’s speech 
as proving by facts and figures that ‘‘the 
whole Ficlding tariff was a juggle which 
could not but work out to the disad- 
yantage of British products and to the 
advantage of United States products.” 
The position of the Conservatives in re- 
gard to the tariff was wrong sided. 
While they claimed if was their own 
tariff and conducive to prosperity, they 
in the same breath denounced it asa 
fraud upon the Hnglish people and Can- 
adians as well. Vhe Liberal promise of 
freer trade had been kept, as was shown 
by the inorease of $60,000,000 in our 
foreign trade, while the workshops of the 
country were fully employed. As to the 
charge that this duty had been lowered 
on goods imported from the States for 
the benefit of the Americans, he would 
point to the reduction on coal oil from 6 
to 6 cents per gallon, which had resulted 
in saving $60,000 to the people of Gana- 
da last year. 

It Was Linseed Qil. 

Mr. Wallace interrupted to observe 
that his reference had been in connec- 
tion with linseed oil, which is imported 
from England, to which he added 25 per 
cent., whereas he reduced the duty on 
coal oil which comes from the United 
States by 17 1-16 per cent. 

Mr. Paterson—The fact is that on an 
invoice of $100 worth of linseed oll the 
duty from the States would be $20, and 
from England $18.75. And another fact 
is that on an inyoice of 100 tons of iron 
the duty from the United States would 
be $250, and on the British iron $187.50. 
But the chief fact was that the English 
iron paid $7 a ton and the American $10 
in one case, and $5.25 against the Ameri- 
can $7 in the other. The plain fact was 
that the American, under the new tariff, 
pays $8 a ton, and the Hnglishman $6 a 
ton. It mattered not how low the general 
tariff had been reduced, the fact remain- 
ed that the preferential tariff to Hngland 
was 256 per cent. lower, Of the fourteen 
articles on which the duty had been in- 
oreased under the new preferential tariff, 
tho increase of duty had been $2,998, 
while on $20,000,000 worth of imports 
from Great Britain the duty had been 
lowered so as to give a saying of $828,804 
in duty, by the preferénce, while on the 
imports of last year the duty would have 
been $2,080,555 more had the old tariff 
of 1896 boon in force. At the close of the 
current financial year the saving would 
be very nearly $8,000,000. ‘The main con- 
clusion was that the bye-elections had 
shown the people of Canada appreciated 
the fact that the Goyermmont had oar 
ried its plodges as to the tariff and that 
patriotism should stop the Conservatives 
from saying tho preferential tariff had 
boen a deception, although he trusted to 
tho good sense of tho British and Cana- 
dian poople to preyont such unfounded 
statements having a bad offoot. 


Mr. Bergeron Replies. 


Mr. Bergeron waid that neither as ro- 
gards cconomy nor expenditure, reduction 
of taxation nor purity of administration, 
had the Government kept one of its 
pledges to the people, The Liberals at- 
tained power by oareful use in Quobeo of 
the sentimental ory in favor of a French: 
Canadian Premier and by adroit use of

The special feature of the evening was 
the reading by Miss M. Holden of a gra- 
phic account of the unveiling of the statue 
vf the Queen in Kensington Palace 
grounds, which she hid witnessed. This 
statue, modelled by the Princess Louise, 
is the original of the bronze statue sent by 
the Princess and Marquis of Lorne to the 
XV. Battalion, and Miss Holden obtained 
for Mre, Ponton & beautiful photograph of 
the garden showing the surroundings of 
the original statue, which was exhibited 
last night and much admired. A striking 
coincidence narrated during Miss Holden's 
address was that on the ovcasion of the 
unveiling, Lord Aberdeen was master of 
ceremonies, a duty which he performed 
quietly and unostentatiously, noticed by 
noone. A few months later Miss Holden 
raw him again as Governor-General of 
Canada in Mrs. Ritchie’s house in Belle- 
ville. The often heard allegation that 
Canadians are really more loyal than the 
English themselves was refuted by the 
lecturer, who vividly described the great 
throb of loyal acclamation that found ut- 
terance on the occasion referred to, and at 
the wedding of Prince George shortly 
afterward. 

Mr. Arthur MoGinnis added some re- 
niarks and moved a vote of thanke which 
was heartily carried, 


An interesting book called ‘Letters of 
Veritas,” reprinted from the Herald in 1815, 
rotlecting the api of the war just closed, 
was presented by Mr. J. N. Doyle. 


Papers loaned by Miss Sawyer were read 
by Col, Ponton, and proved most interest- 
ing ; especially a characteristic letter writ- 
ten in October, 1842, by the late Nelson G. 
Reynolds, regarding the electionriots which 
hod then recently taken place in connec- 
tin with the Baldwin campaign in Belle- 
ville, many well-known citizens being in- 
troduced into the dramatic narrative. 

Short epeeches were mada by Mr. Knight, 
of the High School staff, Mr. Barragar, of 
ths Public School, Mr. White and others, 


A paper was produced by Col. Ponton 
called **Wilson’s Experiment,” published 
at Belleville in 1848, Subscription price 
one shilling threepence per year. ‘The cir- 
culation aimed at was 20,000 and its col- 
umns were filled with romance and adyen- 
ture. It is needless to say that copies of 
this paper are very rare, the memory of its 
publication hayiug passed from many, even 
of the oldesc inhabitants. It was a very 
creditable produc icon, indeed, and was no 
daubt the household guest at many a fire- 
side fifty yoars ago.

The Aftermath of the Rioting at Pana, 
TiL., om Monday, 


Pana, DIL, April 12.—Business, inter- 
rupted by Monday's rioting, was resum- 
ed in Pana yesterday, and the city is 
under martial law and quiet and orderly. 
For the first time in weeks negroes 
appeared boldly in the principal streots, 
taking advantage of the presence of the 
soldiers. The soldiers were kept busy dis- 
persing small groups and keeping people 
moving, but met with no resistence, 

All of the deputies have been dismissed 
by tho militia, and the soldiers control 
the olty. The townspeople are still in 
great terror of the factions which oaused 
Monday’s bloodshed, and women and 
children are kept closely within doors. 

It was discovered yosterday that six of 
the non-union miners who fought behind 
the stookade of the Penwell colliery_on 
Monday were shot during the riot, They 
were: Rufus Finley, oolored, shot 
through the hand; Clint Rowland, 
colored, shot through the body; Louls 
Whitfield, colored, shot in the leg; C. H.

Whitman, white, shot in knee; Albert 
Brooks, colored, shot in arm, 
Theso mon haye been given medical 


attention and sent home, 

Mayor Penwell, who was within tho 
stockade during the shooting, doclares 
that the firing was begun by the deputy 
sheriffs, and that his men did no shooting 
until compelled by the deputies’ heavy 
fire.

Santa Cruz more

A Vigorous Attack. 

Manila, April 12.—At about midnight 
the rebels cut the telegraph line at several 
places between here and Malolos and 
signal fires were lighted and rockets sent 
up along the foothills to the right of 
the railroad. Later the enemy attacked 
tho outposts of the Minnesota Regiment 
between Bigas and Bocaye, five miles 
south of Malolos, killing two men and 
wounding 14. 

Simultancously the outposts of the 
Oregon Regiment, at Marilao, the next 
station on the way to Manila, were at- 
tucked, with the result that three Ameri- 
cans were killed and two were wounded. 
The loss of the enemy was ten men killed 
and six wounded. The Americans also 
captured two prisoners, Troops were con- 
centrated along the railroad as thickly 
as possible, and the rebels were driven 
back %o the foothills. 

The roadbed of the railroad was 
damaged, but it was repaired almost im- 
mediately, and traffic was soon resumed 
through to Malolos. 

Natives Could Be Heard Talking. 


It is sup that many of the rebels 
who attacked Gen. MacArthur's line of 
communication, and who were repulsed 
by the troops commanded by Gen. 
Wheaton, were natives who entered that 
region in the guise of friendliness. They 
had seemingly seoreted arms in several 
places, and fired on the Americans from 
the bushes at so close a range that they 
could be heard talking. One of the Filip- 
inos yelled in English, ‘‘We will give you 
damned Americans enough of this before 
we are through.”’ Tho rebels undermined 
the railroad at Marilao, and unspiked the 
rails, in an effort to wreck a train while 
the railroad gang participated in the 
fight. The work of the rebels was discoy- 
ered and repaired before a train arrived. 


Agoncille’s Denial. 


London, April 12.—Agoncillo, the 
agent of Aguinaldo, who is still in Paris 
suffering from influenza, has written 4 
letter to the Associated Press, saying: 
“Tt is absolutely false that _A do is 
willing to acospt an autonomist system 
similar to that of India. The Filipinos 
and their Government haye only one 
idea—absolute independence—as the only 
source of general welfare.’’ 

Agoncillo Says Otis Has Failed. 


Paris, April 12.—In an_ interview 
printed in The Patrie yesterday Agoncil- 
lo was quoted as saying: ‘‘The Ameri- 
cans have fully realized that they will 
never subdue the Filipinos, and that the 
policy of Major-Gen. Otis has completely 
failed. The Filipinos haye resolyed to 
defend themselves to the death. They 
huve in their power 1,500 American 
prisoners. The wet season is arriving 
and feyer will soon attack the American 
troops and disorganize them. During this 
enforced truce we, on the contrary, will 
increase the strength of our organization. 
The situation of the Filipinos, therefore, 
is far from desperate.’’

Mr. Ponton stated that a deputation of 
the West Hastings Agricultural Society 
would shortly wait upon the Board and ask 
their assistance jn endeayoring to hold a 
fair here. More interest, he thought, should 
be iaken in this matter, as it was an im- 
portant affsir for the City and surround- 
ing community, In speaking of the Board 
of Trade, he thought a grester interest 
could be procured if matters of public 
moment were brought forward and dis- 
cussed. Have live topics before the Board, 
and no doubt the members would become 
interested. 


Mr. Gordon felt it an honor to be placed 
in the position of President of the Board. 
The Board had a public responsibility, and 
it should in the future taka more interest 
in matters pertaining to the City’s welfare 
than it had in the past. 


Mr. D. Y, Sinclair spoke in reference to 
the inhabitants of Huff's Island, in Prince 
Edward, who had receatly built a bridge in 
order to Le closer connected with the City. 
Hoe thought that another biidge might be 
built, which would be of great henefit to 
the merchants of Belleville, 


Mr. Ponton thought that the Board of 
Trade had to some extent been responsible 
for allowing the bay bridge to drop out of 
the grasp of the municipalities and become 
the property of on» individual. By this 
the Uity had sunk $30,000, and many citi- 
zens had lost what they paid in private 
subscriptions. He did not think when the 
Goyernment granted a charter for that 
bridye that it was ever intended that it 
sbould pass into the hands of a private in- 
dividual, who, however, was ferfectly 
within his rights in obtaining possession of 
the structure. 


Mr. Gordon thought it would be a good 
thing if the bridge could be made free. 


Mr. Sinclair touched a live wire when he 
referred to the communication of Mr. 'T. 
P. Brown, which appeared in the City press 
a few evenings ago, in reference to hawk- 
ers peddling goods gboyt the City, He 
said it Was a matter that affected all busi- 
uess men. ‘They were distributing goods 
of all classes in competition with our 
merchants. 


Mr. J. P. Thompson said there was no 
remedy forit. By taking out a license of 
$1, a man could peddle these goods if they 
were manufactured in the Province, and it 
was shown thatthe articles referred to in 
the letter were made in Toronto. 


Mr. C. Brown thought that some prohi- 
bitive measure shovld be enacted by the 
Legislature in order to protept the mer- 
chants. It was a great eyil and should be 
remedied. He moved that the Board 
place itself on record as desiring a change 
by increasing the license fee for hawkers, 
in order to prevent them competing with 
local dealers, and that the Ontario Govern- 
ment be memorialized to this effect, and 
that the City Council be asked to assist in 
procuring this legislation. 

Mr, A. Mckee said merchants in all Jines 
of business were suffering from this man- 
ner of doing trade. They gell goofs and 
obtain priced which are far in excess of what 
better goods could be purchased for from the 
local dealers. He was in favor of memorial- 
izing the Government to allow the various 
municipalities to deal with this matter as 
they see fit. The Council could then put 
on 4 tax which would keep them out, 

Mr. J.P. Thomas and Mr. W.N. 
Ponton spoke in support of the motion, 
which was unanimously carried, 

The question of having Board meotings 
oftener was next brought up, and after an 
informal discussion it was decided to meot 
once every month At the next mooting, 
on May 2nd, the question of hawkora will

Further advices from Apia, Samoa, 
say that on the arrival of the British 
cruiser Tauranga at Apia the British 
and American consuls issued a proclama- 
tion to give Mataafa a last chance,and the 
French priests also used their influence, 
but all efforts failed, and the rebels con- 
tinued their depredations. Property was 
destroyed and bridges and roads were. 
barricaded: On March 29 the enemy was 
sighted at Maguigi and machine guns 
and o seyen-pounder wére used. Tho 
friendlies also attacked the enemy during 
the latter's retreat, and several rebels 
were killed or wounded, The friendlies 
carried one head through Apia, which 
made Captain Stuart so furious that he 
went to the King and threataned to shoot 
oy man found taking heads, Tho King 
t.vn issued a proclamation forbidding 
the practice. ? 

German Consul to Admiral Kautz. 

The German consul wrote to Admiral 
Kautz asking if two great Christian na- 
tions approved of this inhuman and bar- 
barous practice against the laws of Chris- 
tianity and the decree of the Supremo 
Court. The Admiral replied, agreeing 
with the consul as to the inhumanity of 
the practice, and pointed out that had 
the German consul upheld the deoreo of 
the Supreme Court of January, there 
would have been no bloodshed; ‘‘that the 
custom was an old Samoan one, bud first 
made known to the world ten years ago, 
when the ‘heads’ of honest German sold- 
jers were out off by the barbarous Chief 
Mataafa, whom the representative of the 
great Christian nation, Germany, is now. 
supporting.” — 

Expeditions in armed outters, belong- 
ing tothe Tauranga and Porpoise, are 
doing considerable execution against 
Mataafa’s strongholds along the coast. 
The British forces are being assisted by 
100 Samoans. About 46 of Mataafa's 
boats and several villages have been 
destroyed, In the meantime flying ool- 
umuns are being sent daily along the 
roads and through the bush near Apia. 


Rebel Forces Opened Fire, 


On April 1 a force of 214 British and 
Americans, and 150 friendlies, was sur- 
prised in ambush at the German planta- 
tion of Vailale. The rebel force opencd 
fire on the rear, left flank and front of 
the Anglo-American force. The friendlies 
bolted, but the marines and blue jackets 
stood their ground splendidly, American 
and British tars firing shoulder to 
shoulder, 

The Colt automatic gun, with the land- 
ing party, became jammed, and tho 
Americans and British were practically 
atthe mercy of the rebels. ‘Retreat’ 


ines and blue jackets retired. 

Lieut. A. H. Freeman, first lieutenant 
of the Tauranga, who was in command 
of the allied force, was shot through the 
heart, 

Lient. Philip B. Lansdale of the U. 5S. 
cruiser Philadelphia had his leg shatter- 
ed while endeavoring to fix the jammed 
gun. . 

An Extraordinary Escape. 

Seaman Hunt of the British cruiser 
Porpoise had an extraordinary escapo, 
He remained with Lieut. Lansdale until 
clubbed over the head and knocked sensv- 
less. The blue jacket revived as the 
natives were cutting off his right car, 
and were turning him over in order to 
out off his left ear. At this juncture a 
shell from the British cruiser Royalist 
burst on the battlefield, soaring the rebels, 
and Hunt succeeded in escaping to the 
ee although severely stabbed in one 

‘oot. 

The same night the friendlies found 
the headless bodies of all the officers. The 
bodies were buried with all honors at 
Mulinuu on Easter Sunday. Their heads 
were subsequently brought in by some 
French priests, and the coffins wero re- 
opened and the heads placed with the 
bodies. 

Lieutenants Freeman and Lansdale were 
capable and popular officers. The former 
was single, while the latter had been 
married in June last. 

The officers who returned are Lieut. 
George K. Cave of the Porpoise, and 
Lieut, C. M. Perkins of the Philadelphia. 

All behaved splendidly. Lieut. Cave 
took command of the retreat, 

Captain Sturdee of the Porpoise was 
away on an expedition with his cruiser, 
and Gaunt's brigade was also absent on 
duty.

The loss of the enemy is not known, 
but probably 60 of the rebels were killed 
aud many wounded. The bodies of three 
robels were found near the spot where 
Lieut. Lansdale and Mnsign Monaghan of 
the Philudelphin were killed.

Berlin, April 18.—An official despatoh 
from Apia, dated April 5, says: “The 
British have been bombarding Samoan 
villages daily, and the adherents of both 
Tangand Matiafa are plundering foreign 
property. On April 1 an Anglo-American 
landing party of 70° men fell into an 
aibuseade near Vailale. Three officers 
were killed and two light guns were cap- 
tured. ‘Che warships afterwards renewed 
the bombardment.”’ 

The officials here point out that the 
engagement appears to have occtrrred at 
the same place that a landing party from 
the German warships Olga, Hber and 
Adler had an encounter with the natives. 
in 1888. 

‘An Official Statement. 


The correspondent here of the Associ- 
ated Press has had an interview with a 
Foreign Office official who is authorized 
toUspeak forthe Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Baron yon Buelow. He said: — 

“We have received several official de- 
spatches saylog that the Tanu people for 
a fortnight past have been raiding and 
pillaging around Apia, destroying mainlh 
German property. They’ are armed wit 
weapons farnished by the British. 

“We also received yesterday a despatch 
from the commander of the Falke, con- 
firming tho ambuseade and the loss of 
the Americans imd Eitglish, substantially 
tallying with the despatches of the Asso- 
clated Press, The ambuscade may pos- 
sibly have been on a German plantation, 
as nearly all the property around Apia is 
German. (The) Government regrets ox- 
tremely the occurrence, for which, how- 
ever, it is in no way to blame.

The news from Samoa was received 
here with a feeling approaching dismay. 
‘Chere was a refusal on the part of the 
higher officials to discuss the sad event. 
The secretary of the German embassy 
called early yesterday upon Secretary 
Hay. Neither of the officials would dis- 
close anything as to the nature of the ex- 
vhange that took place. 

A Dangerous Feature. 

The arrest and detention by the British 
officials of a German subject is one of the 
most dangerous features of the contro- 
versy. It is said that the consuls of the 
three powers stationed at Apia claim 
extra territorial jurisdiction involving the 
right to try the subjects of thoir respeo- 
tive countries for any alleged offences 
committed. Under this practice the Ger- 
man consul, Rose, may demand the sur- 
render of the German subject. 

Feeling of Deep Coucern. 

At tha Rritiah and German ombassies 
the news of anothor bloody conflict in 
Samoa was received with deep concern. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote expressed his pro- 
found regret at the collision, at a moment 
when he had hoped the trouble was in a 
fair way to adjustment. Mr. Eliot, the 
British high commissioner to Samoa, 
deplored the event, The British officials 
were quite confident, however, that the 
chances of a settlement would not be 
destroyed by this affatr, although they 
might be somewhat embarrassed. 

A Sharp Difference. 


A sharp difference has developed be- 
tweon the British and* German Foreign 
Offices as to getting the high commission 
off for Samoa on the 19th. Lord Salis- 
bury says the commissioners cannot be 
instructed by telegraph so as to get away 
on the 19th. The British view is that 
there is no chance of getting away until 
next month. The following official Ger- 
man view was given to the Assoolated 
Press: 

“After Germany and the United States 
had arrived at such an understanding 
that the commission could haye left San 
Francisco on the 19th, England raises 
new difficulties of such a complicated 
nature that they cannot be dealt with 
telegraphically. Germany feels justified, 
under these circumstances, to hold the 
name of her commissioner back. The 
Berlin news that Germany would demand 
satisfaction for the arbitrary action of 
‘Admiral Kautz is not credited in official 
German circles, and it seems to bea 
malicious invention. The whole question 
on account of Samoa is pending at pres- 
ent, not between three’ powers, but be- 
tween Germany and England.” 





MAVE AGREED. 





Britain and Germany Have Arrived at 
av Agreement, 


London, April 18.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post says: 

“Lord Salisbury, I learn, has definitely 
announced his adherence to the principle 
of unanimity in the Samoan commission, 
although filled with grave apprehensions 
ag to tho sentimental effect it may haye 
on the commission’s usefulness. The 
British and German Governments have 
now arrived at an agreement.’’ 

British Editorials. 

Regarding Samooa, The Times this 
morning says editorially: ‘The incident 
{s painful, though it has no direct bear- 
ing upon the questions under discussion 
between the three Governments and may 
not inany way affect their diplomatio 
action."’ 

The Daily News says: ‘‘“Ambush and 
mutilation of the dead are the ordinary 
incidents of savage warfare and ought 
not to proyoke any special aots of reprisal. 
The case, however, would be seriously 
complicated if it could be shown that 
the Germans actively aided or counseled 
the enemy. from that there is 
nothing left todo but to keep cool and 
to hurry the joint commission.’’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘Let us 
hope that it will be the disposition of all 
sides not to aggravate a very serious situ- 
atien.’’ 





MORE VILLAGES OAPTURBD. 





Gen. Lawtes Adds Pagsajan and Lumbaea 
to His Lint. 


Manila, April 18.—Lawton’s command 
captured the villages of Pagsajan and 
Lumban yesterday, with somo resistance 
at the latter place. The mouth of the 
river, commanded by Lumban, was 
effectually blockaded against the entrance 
of the gunboats. Shells from the Laguna 
de Bay drove most of the insurgents in 
flight up the mountain side. A small 
foroe remained in an old church, offering 
resistance until it was rushed by the 
troops. About 50 were captured and sev- 
eral killed. Thero was one casualty 
among the Amerioans, that belng an arm 
wound. Six launches and two canoos 
were captured in the rivor, Tho river 
mouth will be dredged and the obstruc- 
tions removed. 

Santa Cruz and Pagsajan are now 
guarded by the men of the Fourth Cay- 
alry. Part of the Fourteenth Infantry, 
with Gonoral Lawton, is in Lumban.

Tenacity. 

Washington, April 9.—Rev. Dr. Tal- 
mage preached from the text IT. Samuel 


xxilf, 10, ‘And his hand clave unto the 


sword.'’ He sald: 

What a glorious thing to preach the 
gospel! Some suppose that because I 
have resigned a fixed pastorate I will 
cease to preach, No! No! E expect to 
yreach more than I ever have, If the 
ford will, four times as much, though 
in manifold places, I would not dare 
halt with such opportunity to declare the 
truth through the ear to audiences and 
to the eye through the printing press. 
And here we have a stirring theme put 
before us by the prophet. 

A great general of King David was 
Fleazar, the hero of the text. The Phili- 
stines opened battle against him, and his 
troops retreated. The cowards fled. Elea- 
gar and three of his comrades went into 
the battle and swept the fleld, for four 
men with God on their side are stronger 
than a whole regiment with God against 
them, ‘‘Fall back!’’ shouted the com- 
mander of the Philistine army. The cry 
ran along the host, ‘Fall back!’ Elea- 
gar, baving swept the field, throws him- 
self on the ground to rest, but the 


so long bent around the hilt of his sword 
that the hilt was Snbedded in tho flesh, 
and the gold,wire of the hilt had broken 
through the skin of the palin of the 
hand, and he could not drop this sword 
which he had so gallantly wielded, “His 
hand clava unto the sword.’’

I propose to show you how Eleazar 
took hold of the sword and how the 
sword took hold of Eleazar. I look at 
Kleazar’s hand, and I come to the con- 
clusion that he took the sword with a 
yery tight grip. Tho cowards who fled 
had no trouble in dropping their swords. 
As they fly over the rocks I hear their 
swords clanging in every direction, It is 
easy enough for them to drop their 
swords. But Eleazar's hand clave unto 


‘| the’sword. In this Christian conflict we 


want a tighter grip of the gospel wea- 
pons, a tigher grasp of the two-edged 
sword of the truth. It makes me sick to 
see these Christian people Who hold only 
a part of the truth and let the rest of the 
truth go, so that the Philistines, seeing 
the loosened grasp, wrench the whole 
sword away from them, 

The only safe thing for us to do Is to 
put our thumb on the book of Genesis 
and sweep our hand around the book 
until the New Testament comes into the 
palm, and keep on sweeping our hand. 
around the book until the tips of the 
fingers clutch at the words, ‘‘In the be- 
ginning God created the heavens and: the 
earth.’’ I like an infidel a great deal bet- 
ter than I do one of these namby pamby 
Christians who hold a part of the truth 
and let the rest go. By miracle, God pre- 
served this Bible just as it is, and it is 
o Damascus blade. The severest test to 
which a sword can be put in a sword fac- 
tory is to wind the blade around a gun 
barrel like a ribbon, an@ then, when the - 
sword is let loose, it flies back to its own 
shape. So the sword of God's truth has 
been fully tested, and it is bent this way 
and that way and wound this way and 
that way, but it always comes back to 
its own shape. Think of it! A book writ- 
ten near 19 centuries ago, and some of it 
thousands of years ago, and yet in our 
time the average eale of this book is 
more than 20,000 copies every week and 
more than a million coples a year, I say 
now that a book which is divinely in- 
spired and divinely kept and divinely 
scattered is o weapon worth holding a 
tight grip of. Bishop Colenso will come 
along and try to wrench out of your hand 
the five books of Moses, and Strauss yyill 
come along and try to wrench out of 
your hand the miracles, and Renan will 
come along and: try to wrench out of 
your hand the entire life of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and your associates in the 
oflice or the factory or the banking house 
will try to wrench out of your hand the 
entire Bible, but in the strength of the 
Lord God of Israel and with Eleazar’s 
grip hold on to if. You give up the 
Bible, you give up any partof it, and 
you give up pardon and peace and life 
and heaven. 

Do not be asbamed, young man, to 
have the world know that you area 
friend of the Bible. This book is the 
friend of all that is good, and it is the 
sworn enemy of all that is bad. An elo- 
quent writer recently gives an incident 
of a yery bad man who stood in a cell of 
a western prison. This criminal had gone 
through all styles of crime, and he was 
there waiting for the gallows. The con- 
yict standing there at the window of the 
cell, this writer says, ‘‘looked ont and 
declared, ‘I am an infidel.’ He said that 
to all the men and women and children 
who happened to be gathered there, ‘I 
am an infidel,’ ’’ and the eloquent writer 
says, ‘Every man and woman there be- 
lieved bim.’’ And the writer goes on‘to 
say, ‘‘If he had stood there saying, ‘I am 
a Christian,’ every man and woman 
would bave said, ‘He is ao Mar!’ ’’ 

‘This Bible is the sworn enemy. of all 
that is wrong, and it is the friend of all 
that is good. Oh, hold on it! Do not take 
part of it and throw the rest away. Hold 
on to all of it. There are so many people 
now who do not know. You ask them if 
the soul is immortal, and they say: ‘'I 
guess jb is; I don’t know.

‘Well, perhaps it is, and perhaps it isn’t.

Oh, when I seo Bleazar taking such «

Aa I look at Kleazar's hand I also notice 
his spirit of self-forgetfulness. He did not 
notice that the hilt of the sword was cat- 
ing through the palm of his hand, He 
did not know it hurt him. As he went 
out inte the confilot he was so anxious 
for the victory he forgot himself, and 
that hilt might go ever so deoply into 
the palm of the hand, it could not disturb 
him. ‘‘His hand clave unto the sword.’’ 
Oh, my brothers and sisters, let us go 
into the Christian conflict with the spirit 
of self-abnegation. Who cares whether 
the world praises us or denounces us? 
What de hs eam bet o 
abuse or persecution in a confflot Ifke 
this? Let us forget ourselyes, That man 
who is afraid of getting his hand hurt 
will never killa Philistine, Who cares 
whether you get hurt or not if you get 
the victory? Oh, how many Christians 
there are who are all the time worrying 
about the way the world treats them. 
They are so tired, and they are so abused, 
and they are so tempted, when Kleazar 
did not think whether he had a hand or 
an arm or a foot. All he wanted was 
victory. 

We see how nien forget themselves in 
worldly achievement, We haye often seen 
men who, in order to achieve worldly 
success, will forget all physical fatigue 
and all annoyance and all obstacle. Just 
after the battle of Yorktown, in the 
American Reyolution, a musician, wound- 
ed, was told he must have his limbs 
amputated, and they were about to fasten 
him to the surgeon's table, for it was 
long before the merciful discovery of 
anaesthetics. He said, ‘‘No, don’t fasten 
me to that table; get me a violin.’’ A 
violin was brought to him, and he said, 
“Now go to work as I<begin to play,” 
and for 40 minutes, during the awful 
pangs of amputation, he moved nota 
muscle nor dropped a note, while he 
played some sweet tune. Oh, is it not 
strange that with the music of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ and with this grand 
march of the church militant on the way 
to become the church triumphant we 
cannot forget ourselves and forget all 
pang and all sorrow and all persecution 
and all perturbation? 

We know what men accomplish under 
worldly opposition. Men do not shrink 
back for antagonism or for hardship, You 
have admired Prescott's ‘‘Conquest of 
Mexico,”’ as brilliant and beautiful o 
history as was ever written, but some of 
you may not know under what disad- 
vantages it was written—that ‘‘Conquest 
of Mexico’—for Prescott was totally 
blind, and he had two pleces of wood 

lel to each other fastened, and, 
totally blind, with his pen between those 
pieces of wood, he wrote, the stroke 
against one piece of wood telling how far 
the pen must go in one way, the stroke 
against the other piece of wood telling 
how far the pen must go the other way. 

Oh, how much men will endure for 

worldly knowledge and for worldly suc- 

cesa, and yet how little we endure for 

Jesus Christ! How many Christians there 

are that go around saying: ‘Oh, my 

hand; oh, my hand, my hurt hand! 

Don’t you see there is blood on the hand, 

and there {s blood on the sword?’’ while 

Eleazar, with the hilt imbedded in the 

flesh of his right hand, does not know it.

= What haye we suffered jn comparison 
with those who expired with suffocation 
or were burned or were chopped to pieces 
for the truth’s sake? We talk of the per- 
secution of olden times. There is just as 
much persecution going on now in yarl- 
ous ways. In 1849, in Madagascar, 18 
men were put to death for Christ’s sake, 
They were to be hurled over the rocks, 
and before they’ were hurled oyer the 
rocks, in order to make their death the 
mére dreadful in anticipation, they were 
put in baskets and swung to and fro oyer 
the precipice that they might see how 
many hundred feet they would have to 
be dashed down, and while they were 
swinging in these baskets oyer the rocks 
they sang: 
Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly, 
While the billows near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high. 


Then they were dashed down todleath. 
Oh, how much others haye endured for 
Christ, and how little we endure for 
Christ! We want to ride to heaven ina 
Pullman sleeping, car, our feet on soft 
plush, the bed made@p early, so we can 
sleep all the way, the black porter of 
death to wake us up only in time to 
enter the golden city. We want all the 
surgeons to flx our hand up. Let them 
bring on all the lint and all the bandages 
and all the salve, for our hand is hurt, 
while Eleazar does not know his hand is 
hurt. ‘‘His hand clave unto the sword.’ 

As I look at Eleazar’s hand I come to 
the conclusion that he has done a great 
deal of hard hitting, I am not surprised 
when I see that these four men—Hleazar 
and his three companions drove back the 
army of Philistines—that Hleazar’s sword 
clave to his hand, for every time he 
struck an enemy with one end of the 
sword the other end of the syord wound- 
ed him, When he took hold of the sword,

hand claye unto the sword.’ 

But I see in the next place what s 
hard thing it was for Eleazar to get his 
hand and his sword parted. The muscles 
and the sinews had been eo long grasped 
around the sword he could not arop it 
when he proposed to drop it, and his 
three comrades, I suppose, came up and 
tried to help him, and they bathed the 
back part of the hand, hoping the sinews 
and muscles would relax. But, no. ‘‘His 
hand clave unto the sword,’’ ‘Then they 
tried to pull open the fingers and to pull 
back the thumb, but no sooner were they 
pulled back than they closed again, 
“and his hand clave unto the sword.’’ 
But after awhile they were successful, 
and then they noticed that the curve in 
the palm of the hand corresponded ex- 
actly with the curve of the bilt. ‘His 
hand claye unto the sword.’’ 

You and I have seen it many a time. 
There are in the’ United States to-day 
many aged ministers of the gospel. They 
are too feeble now to preach. In the 
church records the word standing oppo- 
site thelr name is ‘‘emeritus,’’ or the 
words are, ‘‘a minister without charge.’ 
You put that old minister of the gospel 
now into # prayer meeting or occasional 
pulpit or a slckroom where there is some 
one to be comforted, and it is the same 
old ring to his voice, and the same old 
atory of pardon and neace avd, Christ and 
kermyan |= Wty band has so long clutchea 
the swora in Christian conflict he cannot 
drop it, ‘His hand claye unto the sword,’’ 

I had in my parish in Philadelphia a 
very aged man who in his early life had 
been the companion and adviser of the 
early Presidents, Madison and Monroe. 
He had wielded vast influence, but 1 
only knew him as a very aged man. The 
most remarkable thing about him was 
his ardor for Christ. When he could not 
stand. up-in the meetings without prop- 
ping, he would throw his arm around a 
pillar of the church, and, though his 
mind was partially gone, his love for 
Christ was so great that all were in 
deep respect and profound admiration, 
and were moved when he spoke. I was 
called to see him die. I entered the room, 
and he, sald, ‘‘Mr. Talmage, I cannot 
speak to you now.’’ He was in a very 
pleasantelirium, as he imagined he had 
an audience before him. He said, “I 
must tell these people to come to Christ 
and prepare for heayen.’? And then in 
this pleasant delirlum, both arms lifted, 
this octogenarlan preached Christ and 
told of the glories of the world to come. 
There, lying on his dying pillow, his 
dying hand claye to his sword. 

Ob, if thore ever was anyone who had 
a right to retire from the conflict, it was 
old Joshua, Soliders come back from 
battle have the names of the battles on 
their flags, showing where they disting- 
uished themselves, and it is a very ap- 
propriate inscription. Look at that flag 
of old General Joshua. On “it, Jericho, 
Gibeon, Hazar, city of Al, and instead 
of the stars sprinkled on the flag the sun 
und the moon which stood still, There 
he is, 110 years old. He is lying flat on 
his back, but he is preaching. His dying 
words are a battle charge against idolatry 
and a rallying cry for the Lord of Hosts 
as he says, ‘Behold, this day I go the 
way of the all the earth, and God hath 
not failed to fulfill his promise concern- 
ing Israel.’’ His dying hand claye unto 
the sword. 

There is the headless body of Paul on 
the road to Ostea. His great brain and 
his great heart have been severed. The 
elmwood rods had stung him fearfully. 
When the cgrn ship broke up, he swam 
ashore, coming up drenched with the 
brine. Every day since that day when 
the horse reared under him in the suburbs 
of Damascus, as the supernatural light 
fell, down to this day, when he is 68 
years of age and ill from the prison cell 
of the Mamertine, he has been outrage- 
ously treated, and he is waiting to die. 
How does he spend his last hours? Tell- 
ing the world how badly he feels and 
describing the rheumatism that he got in 
prison, the rheumatism afflicting his 
limbs, or the neuralgia piercing his tem- 
ples, or the thirst that fevers his tongue? 
Oh, no! His last words are the battle 
shout for Christendom: ‘Tam now ready 
to be offered, and the departure is at 
hand. I have fought the good fight.’’ 
And so his dying hand clave unto the 
sword. 

It was in the front room on the second 
floor that my father lay a-dying. It was 
Saturday morning, 4 o'clock, Just three 
years before that day my mother had left 
him for the skies, and he had been home- 
sick to joln her company. He was 83 
years of age. Ministers of the gospel 
came in to comfort him, but he comfort- 
ed them. How wonderfully the words 
sounded out from his dying pillow, ‘'I 
have been young and now am old, yet 
have 1 never seen the righteous forsaken 
or his seed begging bread,’’ They bathed 
his brow, and they bathed his handa, and 
they bathed his feet, and they succeeded 
in straightening oub the feet, but they 
did not succeed in bathing open the 
hand so it would stay open, They bathed 
the hand open, but it came shut, They 
bathed it open again, but ib came shut. 
What was the matter with the thumb 
and the finger of that old hand? Ab, 16 
had so long touched the sword of Ohris- 
tian conflict that “his band clave unto 
the sword.” 

I intend this sermon as a tonto. I 
want you to hold the truth with ineradlo- 
able grip, and IL want you to atrike #0 
hard for God that it will react, and 
while you take the sword’ the sword will 
take you.

Toronto, Ont., April 15th. 
The Crown has triumphed in the pro- 


anee Bank case, and the re-trial of Ponton 
will take place in Toronto. Mr. Justice 


** After consultation with oight of my 
rother judges, all save one are of opinion 


that Toronto is the best place available, as 


the present circuit list of assizes stand, and 


T am of that opinion myself. 


‘Both counsel for the Crown aud ac- 


cused are not fayorable to Toronto, but as 
“neither have furnished me with any reason 


on which I can act, I can dono better thaa 
act on my own judgment as supported by 
my learned brethren on the Bench.” 

The judgment at the outset reviews the 
aflidavits and material submitted upon the 
motion on Saturday, when the Crown re- 
newed its request for a change of venue. 
The willingness of witnesses to testify for 
Ponton free of expense to him only av Na- 
panee is recited. 

The judgment then says: 

“The accused also states ho has a large

RUSHING, RAGING WATERS. 





Tho Elora Carpet Factory Nearly De- 
molished by Their Action, 


Rlora, April 15.—The greatest flood 
within the recollection of residents of 50 
years ocourred at this point Thursday 
evening between 6 and 7 o'clock. An 
immense ice jam, held just above Fergus, 
broke loose and joined forces with an- 
other jam a mile or so below. This com- 
Dination came on with resistless sway, 
carrying everything before it. . Huge 
pieces of Ice, varying from two to four 


feet in thickness, with timber from 
bridges, flumes and dams, with the 
accumulation of ‘water caused by the 


melting of the snow, together with the 
recent rains, will give some idea of the 
causes for such a flood, The ater rose 
eight feet in as many minutes. The 
grinding and crashing, the swish of freed 
ice and the rush withal was a wonderful 
sight. The damage to the carpet factory 
was very great. All the outbuildings, the 
flume and the basement, which contained 
much yaluable machinery, are almost 
complete wreck. ‘The ogher factories and 
mills along the river suffered alike, but 
to a less extent. At one time it was 
thought the bridges would go, as all the 
braces bad been swepi away and the ice 
was constantly being thrown against the 
sleepers. With the exception of a local 
jam in March, 1894, when the water rose 
four inches higher, this, as well as being 
the greatest flood, was also the highest. 





DAMAGE AT HESPELER,. 





Brodie's Bridge Partially Destroyed, But 
the Water Has Receded. 


Hespeler, Ont., April 15.—The damage 
from the high water in the River Speed 
here culminated yesterday afternoon in 
the partial destruction of Mr A. W. 
Brodie’s bridge, a structure spanning the 
river between his mill properties just 
below the falls, Which was substantially 
supported by stono piers. The great rush 
of water destroyed two of these abut- 
ments and carried away two sections of 
the bridge, one of which struck the large 
iron bridge on the highway with great 
rorce and lodged there, fortunately not 
moving the latter structure, The other 
section was secured and successfully haul- 
el on shore. Besides this serlous damage 
to the bridge, Mr. Brodie sustained a 
considerable loss in the partial destruc- 
tion of the masonry and timbers of the 
dam and the washing-out of the stone 
wall skirting the river. The abutments 
under the town bridge have also been 
considerably damaged. The water has 
now receded, and it is thought the dan- 
ger is past. The cars on the G, P. & H. 
Bleotric Railway resumed thelr regular 
trips in the afternoon. 


BRANTFORD INUNDATED, 





Many Narrow Escapes From the Angry 
Waters—Situation Is Serious. 


Brantford, Ont., April 15.—Things 
are still in a serious state here, The water 
is still high in the Grand River. Gangs 
of men are doing everything possible to 
repair the heavy damage done during the 
past two days. 

Though no fatalities have occurred yet, 
miany narrow escapes are recorded. Three 
ladies in one house, Mrs. Mather, Mrs. 
J, Hill and Mrs. Cooley, were nearly 
asphyxiated by the breaking of a gaspipe. 
A Paris young man, named _ Peter 
McGrady, was swept out into the river 
in a small boat, carried down stream a 
couple of miles, and upset in the current. 
He managed to get to shore in an ex- 
hausted condition. Traffic on the G.'T.R., 
Tilsonburg branch, is stopped. 

All day yesterday the river remained 
much the same, with no signs of a fall. 
The nosition here serious, and many 
families are in great distress,

Lord Salisbury Has Agreed to 
Provisional Measures. 





The Commission at Last Agreed Upen 


Between the Three Poweors—The De- 
Olelons of the Commissioners Will Be 
Submitted to the Respective Gevera- 
ments Interested for Further Negotia- 


tlon-OMolal Announcements. 


London, April 16.—The officials of the 
British Foreign Office say that the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury has agreed that the 
decisions regulating the provisional meéas- 
ures to be taken in keeping order in 
Samoa will be observed. They add that 
the functions of the commissioners wil) 
be to strive to agree to the measures 
necessary for a peaceful solution of tho 
dificulties, but the conclusions they 
Individually reach will of course be sent 
to thelr respective Governinents, between 
whom further negotiations will then 
occur in regard to the final settlement. 

This Ie Good Confirmation. 

The Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Foreign Offlee, Kight Hon St. John 
Broderick, replying in the House of Com- 
mons to questions yesterday, said inform- 
ation had reached the Foreign Office of 
the trouble In Samoa, and said arrange- 
ments bad been made by the three Goy- 
ernments to send a commission with full 
powers to act for the restoration of order 
with respect to the steps necessary for the 
future government of the islands, 


Announced in the Relchatag. 

Berlin, April 15—The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Baron von Buelow, an- 
nounced in the Reichstag yesteraay that 
an agreement had been arrived at with 
Great Britain with regard to sending o 
commission to Samoa. 

Positive aod Final. 

Washington, April 15,—After hearing 
yesterday morning from the British and 
German embassies, the State Department 
was enabled to announce positively and 
finally that the three parties to the Ber- 
lin treaty’ bad agreed upon the instruc- 
tions to be given their Samoan commis- 
sioners, and that it was certain that the 
commission would leaye San Francisco 
on the 26th inst, for Samoa on board the 
Badger. 


KAUTZ’S REPORT. 


Additieral Light Thrown en the Com- 
plicatious Whieh Led to the 
Late Fighting. 


Washington, April 15.—The Cabinet 
meeting yesterday, which lasted longer 
than ususl, was devoted principally to 
the discussion of the Samoan situation. 
A complete written report concerning the 
preliminaries leading up to the hostilities, 
which was made to the Secretary of the 
Navy by Admiral Kautz, was read to the 
Cabinet by Secretary Long. It throws 
some additional light upon the complica- 
tions prior to the Admiral’s arrival, the 
most important fact brought out belug 
that the three consuls, American, British 
and German, at the time of the Admiral’s 
arrival at Apia, had recognizea the reyo- 
lutionists under Matasfa. The Mataafa 
uprising after Chief Justice Chambers’ 
decision in favor of Malietoa Tanu, the 
Admiral indicates, was fomented largely 
by the Germén consul, who insisted upon 
recognizing Matasfa as King. Chaos was 
threatened. and the American and British 
residents considered themselves in peril of 
their lives. A massacre was feared, and 
under these circumstances the American 
and British consuls joined with the Ger- 
man in recognizing the provisional gov- 
ernment under Mataafa. To Admiral 
Kautz, upon his arrival, however, the 
British and American consuls explained 
that they had been forced to this action 
by the duress of the situation. The Ad- 
miral, at the conference aboard the Phila- 
delphia, having satisfled himself that 
Chief Justice Chambers’ decision was in 
accordance with the Berlin treaty, in- 
formed the consuls that they had no 
power to violate its provisions, and with 
the full acquiescence of the British and 
Aynerican consuls, he issued his mani- 
festo, dissolving the provisional govern- 
ment and Malietoa was crowned King.

“But how do you make'the sponge?” 

‘Why, you don’t make it—the cook al- 
ways attends to that, Then we test the 
sponge with the thermometer and hydrom- 
eter and a lot of other instruments, the 
names of which I don't remember, and 
then hand it back to the cook, and I don’t 
know what she does with it then, but 
when it comes on the table it is just splen- 
did.’—St, James Gazette.

Workman( Investigation Com- 
mittee To Hold Secret 
Sessions, 


An Impartial Resume of the Case. 


(CO ondensed from an article written by 
D. 0, Coleman, for The Montreal Star.) 


Tho difference of opinion between Dr. 
Workman and some of the luminaries of 
the church is in regard to Messianic pro- 
phecy, the Doctor denying that the ancient 
Hebrew prophets referred predictively to 
Jesus Christ.

These views ho gave ex- 
unmistakable terms as 
long ago a8 in 1889, when he published his 
work, ‘*The Text of Jeremiah,” which 
gained for him the degree of Ph. D. from 
the University of Luipzig. In 1890 he 
published *\Messianic Prophecy,” which 
excited long and bith controversy, and 
which was so displeasing to the majority of 
the Board of Regents of Victoria Universi- 
ty that the Doctor was compelled to resign 
his professorate in that university, which 
he had held since 1882, with an interval 
of tive years spent in post-graduate studies 
in Germany. His latest work, published 
in 1897, was ** The Old Testament Vindi- 
cated,” a reply to Dr. Goldwin Smith’s 
famous article on ‘*Christianity’s Mill- 
stone,” This work, like its predecessors, 
was received with unqualified admiraticn 
by the leading Hebrew scholars and Bib- 
lical students of the world, and with an 
outburst of fiery criticism from many of 
the leaders of the Canadian Methodist 
Church. 


In the meantime Dr, Workman’s name 
has been retained on the list of the minis- 
ters of the Bay of Quinte Conference. At 
each annual meeting of the Conference, in 
accordance with Methodist Church polity, 
his name comes up and the following ques- 
tions are asked, to each of which an affiim- 
ative answer must be given: Is he blameluss 
in life, conversation and doctrine? Is there 
apy objection to his moral and religious 
character? Does he believe and preach a!) 
our docirines? ‘The fact that the auswers 
to these questions were never disputed 
proves that De, Workman possesses the 
contidence of his Bay of Quinte Conf. rence 
brethren Itis contended on his behalf 
that it would be presumptuous for a body 
of clergymen of only ordinary scholastic 
Attuinments to question the exegesis of 
one who is regarded as one of tha most 
profound cf living Biblical studeuts, and 
whose purity of motive is unquestioned. 


Tho doctor naturally desires to be re 
stored to ‘his professorate, 4nd as a pre- 
liminary step at the last mecting of the 
Conference asked for the appointment of a 
committee of investigation. This commit- 
tee, which has only extra-judicial powers, 
will meet, and call upon anyone who may 
s0 desire to make charges against Dr. 
Workman’s teaching, and if any are fyled 
will investigate them and report to Confer- 
ence, which meets here in June. If no 
charges are laid, the Doctor will resume 
his fight for restoration to his professorate. 
It is expected that Dr. Carman and the 
other leaders of the *torthodox” wing of the 
Churoh, will ignore the committee, byt will 
try to down Dr. Workman when his request 
comes up before the University Board of 
Regents. 


PERSONNEL OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The committee chosen is regarded as re- 
presenting the younger and more liberal 
element of the church, which has clustered 
about Dr. Workman. The chairman is 
Rey. W. R. Young, M.A., of Port Hope, 
chairman of the Cobourg district. He is the 
brightest of the young men of the Confer- 
ence, with advanced radical views on many 
questions, and in all probability he will be 
the next’president of the Bay of (Quinte 
Conference. Rev, Thomas Manning,B.A., 
of Lindsay, is secretary, and the other 
members are Rev. W, J. Crothers, M.A,, 
D.D., of Napanee; Rev. W. J. Jolliffe, 
D.O,L,, of Picton; Rey. S. J. Shorey, of 
Peterboro; Rey. O. R Lambly,M.A.,D.D., 
of Brooklin ; aud Rey. W. P. Dyer, M.A., 
B.Se , D.D., president of Albert Cdllege; 
Belleville. 


Bridge Street Church, in which the ses- 
sions of the committee will be held, is re- 
garded as the mother church of Methodism 
in Midland Ontario. Methodism was in- 
troduced into Belleville in 1794, by the 
Rey. Darius Dunnett, and in 1815 the first 
class was organized. ‘The first church was 
erected in 1818, and after being twice en- 
larged, it was soid, and in 1864 what is 
substantially the present edifice was erect- 
ed. It was gutted by fire in 1885, but was 
restored, and is now valued at $51,000. 
Bridge Street was the first Methodist 
Church in Canada to have a bell ; the first 
to introduce the use of instrumental music 
in the service, the instrument being a bass 
viol; the first to have a @ spire ; the first 
to adopt the Akron plan of Sunday School 
rooms ; aud the first to oven a free reading 
room. It is also famous for its Sunday 
School, regarded as second only to John 
Wanamaker's. The present membership 
of the church is ()2h, and the pastor is 
Rev. Charles E. MolIntyre, regarded as one 
of the ablest preachers in the connexion. 


Dr. Workman is well known and great- 
ly beloved among Belleville Methodists, 
and the proceedings of the committee will 
be watched with keen interest,

CLEVELAND’S FIRE. 


A Bad Blaze in Which Some People 
Were Badly Burned—Seme of 
Them May Die. 


Oleveland, O., April 17.—The immonse 
wholesale millinery establishment of 
Hart & Company, occupying an entire 
block, was burned down on Saturday. 
About a dozen men were cut off from 
escape in the Hart building, and ran to 
the roof and began orying for assistance. 
The crowd below looked on, begging the 
unfortunates to wait for the Jadders. Tho 
firemen eyentually succeeded in getting 
all safely to the ground. The injured so 
far as known are: Mary Mylet, burned 
about face and head, condition critical; 
¥F. J. Rockert, badly burned; Three un- 
known men badly burned. Several of the 
firemen were slightly scorched. Rockert 
jumped from a window and is severely 


The flames spread to tho Franklin 
block, occupied by Reed Bros. & Com- 
pany, wholesale millinery, and P. Black 
& Cempany, manufacturer of ladies’ 
cloaks. The firemen succeeded in saving 
this building, but the loss on stock from 
smoke and water will be heavy. After 





two and a half hours the fire was brought 


under control. The total loss is estimated 
at from $600,000 to $700,000, partially 


‘covered by insurance. 





EIGHT-HOUR DAY FOR MINERS. 





The British Colutmbin Government Will 
Pursue a Middle Course. 


Victoria, B.C., April 17.—As a result 
of representations made by the mine 
owners, thé Provincial Government has 
definitely suspended the operation of the 
legislation prohibiting the employment 
of men under ground in auriferous mines 
more than eight hours a day. Hon. Fred. 
Haine, Minister of Mines, says that it 
will stand suspended until, the opinion 
ofthe miners, the other parties to be 
considered, could be heard. 7 

Speaking on the same subject, Pre- 
mier Semlin said the Government pro- 
posed to go slowly and to do nothing 
which would cause friction between the 
mine owners and miners, or betweon 
either class and the Government of the 
day. The Government would institute no 
proceedings for the present or in any 
way seek to disturb the existing relations 
between employer and employe. Should 
the miners in any district ask for its en- 
foroement their request will be granted. 
Tn such case one mouth’s notioe has been 
assured the mine owners beforo the act 
comes into effect. ‘the Government has 
instructed Inspector MoGregor to this 
effect. 

The question of retention or repeal of 
the law isa mutter that will be left to 
the House at its next session.

London, April 17.—Michael Davitt las 
written a letter to Herr Liebknecht on 
German action jn Samoa. He says that 
his visit to Apia gave him an insight into 
affairs there. The letter suys: 

“The whole trouble was really the 
work of a London missionary socicty 
seeking to make the English dominant tn 
Samoan. It bas a fanatical auxilfury in 
Justice Chambers, who, though nomina- 
lly an American, is in reality, an Eng- 
lishman. He made use of disturbances 
which the London society promoted to 
further the project of an Anglo-American 
alliance to overhelm tho mass of the 
Samoans, who were for Mataafa; but, 
because Mataafa is a Catholic, and sup- 
ported by the Germans, tho London soci- 
ety, through its tool, Chambers, succced- 
ed in inducing Knglish and ‘American 
officials to intimidate the people. 

-"Tt is certain that the American people 
will act justly when the truth is brought 
home to their minds, and there will be « 
reaction of popular feeling in the United 
States in fayor of Germany when it is 
found that England is playing a perfidt- 
ous game, trying to breed bad blood be- 
tween America and Germany, and so 
profit by jealousy.”

Virst—That I was present both in my of- 
ficial capacity and asa witness atthe trial 
of Mackie and Ponton, charged with having 
robbed the Dominion Bank at Napanee, 
which trial was held at the Town of Napp- 
nee at the Sittlogs of this Honorable Court, 
commencing on the 2lst day of Nover ber,

Second—That the case was given to the 
jury about440 o'clock on the 2nd day of 
Jecember, and at 7.15, while the jury were 
out deliberating, His Lordship, Mr. Justice 
Ferguson, decided that there should be an 
adjournment until 8 o'clock, and the Court 
adjourned accordingly.

IT WILL TAKE 100,000 MEN. 


Gen. Lawton Has Made a Dis- 
~ govery About the Filipinos. 








The Insurgents Have an Ally in the 
Tropical Climate—They Can Keep the 
Battle Geing on for Years, as They 
Have 70,000 Stands of Arms, 30,000 
Troops in the Field and Powder 
Material in Plenty. 


New York, April 18.—Major-Goneral 
Lawton says: ‘‘The present prospect is 
that 100,000 troops will be necessary to 
pacify the Philippine Islands.’’ He ex- 
plains the situation as follows: 

“The difficulties in the way are those 
of fighting guerillas in a tropical country. 

“With my brigade I oould force my 
way from one end of the island to the 
other, if I did not have to hold the terri- 
tory I traversed. But leaving garrisons 
behind would soon eat up the whole 
foroe.’’ 

A Complete Evacuation, 


General Lawton’s expedition has been 
ordered to Manila and is preparing to 
return there immediately. All the terri- 
tory he captured is to be evacuated and 
all the launches seized to be restored to 
their original owners—that is to say, 
they will be given back to the persons 
from whom Aguinaldo’s soldiers took 
them. General Lawton regretted exceed- 
ingly being compelled to eyacuate the 
territory he had captured.

Manila, April 18,—The insurgent gov- 
ernment is reported to haye been removed 
to Tarland, 47 miles north.

Manila, April 18.—General Otis has 
put a stop to the plans of officers who 
want to bring their wives and families 
to Manila.

Hungerford said he bad asked that 
this matter be laid over until the Council 
meeting in the hope that the present pre- 
mises might still be used if the necessary 
extonsions were made, Mr. Falkiner 
offered to rent the present premises for 
$125 per annum. This would be a saving 
of $76 to the City in rent. He hoped tho 
Council would delay the matter until the 
next meeting of the Council] when Mr. 
Falkiner would be in che City. 

Ald, Bogart said Mr. Falkiner was pre- 
pared to make alterations which should 
prove satisfactory to Mr. Wells. He would 
not throw a straw in the way of the Assay 
Oftice, which was of much value to the 
City.

Ald. Starling suggested thatif a change 
was to be made, Front st. was a much 
better location than a side street. 

Ald. Jones asked if ex-Ald, Falkiner 
would have lowered his rent. 

Ald. Hanley said if Mr. Wells would 
take no other office the Council had no al- 
ternative but to secure the Baptist Church 
premises. 

Ald. Starling asked if Mr. Wells was 
bossing the Government, or the Govern- 
ment bossing him.

Mayor Johnson declared with some 
warmth that he understood on best author- 
ity that Mr, Wells would positively recom- 
mend to the Government against further 
occupation of the present premises in any 
condition. The Assay Office was brought 
to this City to benefit the City, not to give 
Mr. Falkiner or anyone else a tenant, as 
some members had insinuated. He did 
not wish to deprive Mr. Falkiner of a ten- 
ant, but he was legislating in the City’s 
interest, and wanted to take no risk of 
losing the Assay Office. 


Ald. Hungerford, replying, said if the 
Mayor had referred to him as insinuating 
that the office was brought here to give 
someone a tenant, he was entirely mis: 
taken. He took a stand against removal 
as 4 matter of honor. It was only courtesy, 
at Jeast, before the Council voted away 
$75 for nothing to give Mr, Falkiner and 
Mr, Wells an opportunity to reach an 
agreement. He was quite willing to see 
the Baptist Church receive the revenue, 
but the City’s interests must come first. 
It might be asked why Mr. Falkiner -vas 
now willing to give the premises for $75 a 
year less. He presumed that he proceed- 
ed on the principle that half a loaf wus 
better than no bread. He was willing to 
lay out money and reduce the rent rather 
than have the premises empty. In order 
to see how those conscientious men who 
preach economy would vote, he would 
move that the matter would be left over 
until Ex-Ald. Falkiner returns to the City, 
and has a chance to be heard in person.

R. J. GRAHAM'S REQUEST. 

Mr. R. J. Graham wrote asking for ex- 
emption for ten years on a new building 
he was erecting on Front st., and also free 
water if the City took over the water 
works. 

Mr. R. J. Graham addressed the Council 
on the matter. At present much of the 
perishable goods of this section went to 
Montreal from this section. He had a 
ni.e refrigerator now but the trade wants 
scinething better. Chee e exporters and 
o hers had been’ agitating for some rime 
for the erection of a chemical cold storage 
warehouse, but it involved great expense 
and he had hesitated fora long time, but 
now he was bound to go ahead with it. I[t 
Was something that would bring outside 
money to the City. One hundred carloads 
of hogs are shipped from here every year. 
If we had cold storage they could be 
slaughtered here. Eggs and apples could 
also be stored here until such times as they 
coull be advantageously disposed cf. He 
asked no exemp*ion on any part of the busi- 
ness in which he competed with other local 
men. He would have totear down a 
building to clear the way, which was as- 
sessed at $1,209. He was perfectly will 
ing to have the new building assessed to 
tha: amount. 


An enquiry from Ald. Jones elicited the 
fact that the water would only cost the 
City $10 or $12 annually. 


The matter was laid over to give Mr. 
Graham a chance to decide whether he 
would agree to pay taxes on a nominal 
assessment and renew his bargain year by 
yout with the Council, or would agres to 

ave a By-law submitted to the ratepayers, 
at the same time as the Waterworks By-law, 
to grant him exemption for 10 years. Iu 
the latter event, Mr. Graham offered to 
pay the cost ofadyertisement. As the Mayor 
pointed out, changes in the Municipal act 
made at the recent session of the Legisla- 
ture leave only these two courses open to 
the Ovuncil. - 


Ald. Doyle informed the Council that 
Mr. Graham was willing to give the City 
the stone to be removed by the excavations 
now being made. He suggested that the 
stone be placed on Pinnacle st. to improve 
that thoroughfare, 


The matter was left to Ald. Hanley. 
THE ROAD ROLLER. 


The matter of purchasing a steam road 
roller provoked the usual discussion. 


Tenders were read from the Buffalo-Pitts 
Company and the Sawyer-Massey Oom- 
pany. 

The former offered a double cylinder 12 
ton roller for the same price that the 
latte: offered a 10 ton single-cylinder 
roller, namely $2,600. 


The majority of the Oouncil at first 
seemed favorable to the purchase of a 
Pitts 12 ton roller. A representative of 
the Sawyer-Massey Company, however, 
addressed the Council’ and made many 
telling points in favor of his machine, and 
asked the Council to take time to consider 
his specifications.

MAKING OF SHERRY. 


The Interesting Manner In Which 
This Wine Is Manufactured. 


Sherry as a wine has never been so pop- 
ular in this country asin Europe, although 
it onters very largely into the preparation 
of many drugs. Very little is generally 
known about the process of manufacture. 
According to arecent Spanish report, it 
is full of interest. The grapes are taken 
tothe corner of the presshouse and thrown 
into a press of primitive construction, con- 
sisting of a wooden trough about ten feet 
square, with a screw press in the center. 
The trough is filled with 1,800 pounds of 
grapes, which are then crushed by the feet 
of nen wearing wooden clogs, The reason 
of this is that the weight of a man is just 
sufficient to force out the juice and not 
enough to bruise tho skins or branches, 
which would gives bitter flayor to the 
wine. 

The treading is carefully and method- 
ioally done, each row coming in its turn 
under the orush of the sabot. After this 
first level pressing sulphate of lime is 
sprinkled over the mess. This is known 
as ‘‘yeso’’? and ocours asa pure earth in 
the Jerez districts. This earth is added in 
the proportion of 24 pounds to 1,800 
pounds of grapes. The average yicld is 
about 110 gallons for one filling of the 
press. When the grapes have been trodden 
several times, the screw press !s used. Tho 
liquoris put away and fermented for about 
three weeks, when it begins to olear and 
can be drawn off from the lees. In this 
condition 1 is really a young wine and is 
given the name of ‘‘moto.’' As the wine 
matures it is placed in its special class. If 
it is a delicate, light wine, it is known as 
“fino,” while if it should have a highly 


yinous character it is classed as ‘‘oloroso.’ -”

Disastrous Fire at a Thurlow Farm- 
house. 


Mr. James Wickett, sr., a former well- 
known resident of this City, now residing 
on lot 15 in the Ist con. of Thurlow, last 
night suffered a severe loss by fire.

Government Displayed Symptoms of 
Neryousness--Sifton’s Revised 
Atlas. 


[Special Ottawa Correspondence. | 

Orrawa, April 17,—This is the 33rd day 
of the Session and the nineteenth of the 
debate on the Address in reply to the 
Speech from the Throne, and it now 
appears as if the end is fairly in sight, and 
that a division may be had to-morrow or 
nextday. ‘The debate on the main motion 
was closed on Thursday night, when Mr. 
E. F. Olarke, of West Toronto, after one 
of the ablest speeches of the. session, I 
which he very severely criticized the 
general policy of the Government and 
especially the mal-administration of Yukon 
affairs, moved the following amendment : 

“That this House deems it expedient to 
inform His Excellency that in view of tho 
widespread charges of Incompetency, mis- 
conduct and corruption in the adininietra- 
tion of public affairs connected with the 
Yukon, it is the duty of the Government to 
appoint, without -delay, an independent 
judicial commission to make a thorough 
investigation into that subject and report 
the result.” 

AMENDMENT TO AMENDMENT. 


Tho Government was evidently atraid 
to take the opinion of the House on so 
simple and business-like a proposition as 
Mr, Clarke’s amendment, which simply 
expresses the opinion that an inquiry into 
Yukon affairs before a judicial commission 
1s necessary before confidence in that 
country can ‘be restored. Mr. Bertram, 
Centre Toronto, was therefore put up to 
moy9 an amendment to the amendment 
which, it is hoped by the Government, will 
prevent a few Liberals who are honestly 
dissatisfied with the administration of 
Yukon affairs, from either voting for Mr. 
Clarke’s amendment or not voting at all.

Still that has afforded op- 
portunity for somo good speeches On Fri- 
day for an hour before recess and nearly 
two hours after, Sir Charles Tupper dealt 
with the matter in a very calm and judicial 
manner, quoting many instances of alleged 
wrong doing which clearly demanded: in- 
vestigation, and dealing in a very exhaus- 
tive manner with Major Walsh's report, 
which he claimed afforded exclusive evid- 
ence of the incompetency of the Minister 
of the Interior and his utter inability to 
conduct the affairs of that country in the 
interest of the miners, or to the credit of 
the Dominion. Sir Charles pointed out 
that the mismanagement of the Minister of 
the Interior had discredited Canada 
abroad, and almost completely checked 
the development of the finest gold mining 
country ever discovered. The imposition 
of a ten per cent royalty he described as 
Outrageous, and characterized it as little 
more than device to encourage the smug- 
gling of gold out of the country. No such 
royalty had ever been known {in the 
world’s history of gold mining, and if ic 
was continued it would greatly retard the 
development of the country.

Besides Sir Charles Tupper and Mr. E. 
F, Olarke, who have already been referred 
to, the speakers on the Address and Amend- 
ments during the week were Messrs. Ber- 
geron, Macdonald (P.E.1,). f Wilson, 
McDougall, McLennan, Bell (Pictou) and 
Foster on the Opposition side ; and Hon.

longing the debate. It is also probable that 
the effect of the long debate will shorten the 
session, as the Government is said to have 
become:conyinced that it is in no condition 
to risk a general election this year, and 
that it will not, therefore, press its redis- 
tribution bill but simply bring down the 
estimates and ask the House to yote the 
supplies and go home, promising that an- 
other session will be called for January 
next year. 

MUCH NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


The Senate met for the first time after 
the Haster recess on Tuesday evening and 
settled down co business, quite a fair 
amount of which has been done during the 
week. Amongst the useful legislation in- 
troduced in the Senate this week was a 
bill by the Minister of Justice (Hon. Da- 
vid Mills) last Thursday, for the preserva- 
tion of health amongst employees on public 
works, The Hon. David Mills in moving 
the first reading of the bill, said that the 
events in connection with the construction 
of the Crow’s Nest Pass railway had shown 
the Government the necessity of providing 
some means of securing men employed 
upon werks of this kind some adequate 
hospital accommodation, The bill provided 
that, with regard co every public work in 
Oanada, the Goyernor-General-in-Council 
could, until the act was suspended by 
legislation, take power to make rules and 
regulations, general or specific, for the 
regulation of the health of the men em- 
ployed, in the matter of hospital accommo- 
dations, medical attendance, the extent 
and character of the quarters, and have 
them inspected and disinfected if necessary. 


IMPRISONMENT THE PENALTY. 


The bill provided for the imposition of 
punishment, forfeiture or penalties for in- 
fraction of the provisions of the act or 
regulations made under it, provided in all 
cases, however, that imprisonment shall 
not be for more than three months for any 
offence. This was, of course, an experi- 
mental act, which would give the Govern- 
ment the necessaty experience to frame 
later permanent legislation to take the 
place of this tentative act. 


Sir Mackenzie Bowell wanted to know if 
the companies awarding the contracts would 
be lable as well as contractors. 


_ Hon David Mills said that both would be 
liable. The measure was nothing more 
than a sort of police measure on the subject 
of the health of men employed. 


Sir Mackenzie Bowell said he thought 
the principle of the bill was in the right 
direction, and that it looked thoroughly 
practical. The details would, however, 
have to be carefully considered. The bill 
was read a first time, and will come up for 
a third reading on Tuesday next. 


PUBLISHED “*BY AUTHORITY.” 


Tho revised edition of Rand, McNally & 
Co.'s atlas published ‘By the authority of 
the Minister of the Interior” in Chicago, 
has made its appearance, and is very little, 
if any, better than the firat edition of two 
hundred thousand, which had to be de- 
stroyed. Itistrue that an attempt has 
been made to correct some of the most 
ridiculous errors which appear in the first 
edition, but there are still enough sins of 
omission and c}mmission to make it unre- 
liable, and of little value. Asan instance 
Ottawa, which appeared in the first edition 
as the capital of Ontario, is replaced by 
Toronto, but thereby gets dropped alto- 
gether, and does not appear at all on the 
list of Canadian cities. And Mr. Sifton 
owns a house in Ottawa, too.

This has been most manifest in St. 
Johns, whoro, night after night for tive 
weeks, the auditorium and two galleries of 
tho largo Gower st. Methodist Church have 
beon crowded with people of all classes and 
creeds. At almost every service even the 
aisles and vestries of tho church were 
thronged at or about 7:30, the timo for be- 
ginning the mooting,and it was evident that 
had there been an auditorium that would 
have held 4,009 instead of 2,000, it would 
not have been too largo to hold the crowds 
that desired to come. 

The Methodist, Presbyterian and Con- 
g-eyational churches were represented by 
their ministers on the platform, while the 
congregations and adherents of these 
churches, with many Episcopalians, throng- 
ed the pews. The half-dozen Baptist 
people on the island have wisely identified 
themselves with one or‘other of the exist- 
ing churches. 

The quiet and unexcitable meetings sur- 
prised not a few time-honored Newfound- 
anders, who had thought physical demons- 
trations, mental excitement and loud pray- 
ers and shoutings were necessary, but even 
these, as well as many who had hitherto 
been repelled or hindered by noisy and 
excited demonstrations, were soon con- 
vinced in head and heart that there was a 
more excellent way than what they had 
been accustomed to. 

We need not dilate upon the very great 
interest and results manifested in the 
several men’s meetings, or the memorable 
sealera’ service, when hundreds of sealers, 
the night before they started for the ice- 
fields, thronged the church in their sealing 
clothes and gave the Chatauqua salute with 
their different colored handkerchiefs, or 
shall we speak of the never-to-be forgotten 
children’s services that crowded the church- 
es in the afternoons, or of the revivals that 
have been started all over the island by 
school teachers and others, who, spending a 
few duys in the meetings, went back to tell 
the glad nows of their conversion, but we 
wish to rejoice the hearts of your many 
readers by saying that during the five 
weeks of the meetings in St. Johns the 
names Of 1,536 persons who publicly sought 
the Lord were recorded by the secretary, 
and already more than 1,000 persons have 
united with the four Methodist churches in 
the sity, while hundreds of others, whose 
names were received, will bo looked after 
by other churches in the city or in the out- 
ports. 


The converts were from all ‘classes and 
ages—merchabts, doctors, teachers, clerks, 
telegraph operators, politicians, fishermen, 
captains, sealers, employers, employees, 
young men and women, youth and men and 
women of sixty and seventy. 


After St. Johns, we went to Carbonear, 
and hera also the power of God to save was 
sigoally made manifest. In two weeks and 
a Sabbath 327 persons professed to begin 
the Christian life. Our engagement in Bos- 
ton prevented us from staying longer, but 
the Ministers here, as in St. Johns, are 
successfully carrying on the meetings in 
their respective churches. 

We have never met a more royal and 
hospitable people in any part of Canada or 
the United States than those in Newfound-

land whom we learned to love so well. 


Permit us to say in closing that while we 
have numbers of souvenirs of England’s 
oldest colony, there is one which we will 
especially prize, namely, a beautiful illum- 
inated address from the ministers and citi- 
zens of St. Johns. Mr. Arthur Mews 
executed the address with his artistic pen. 
The border contains pen ard ink sketches 
of the city churches, the harbor, an iceberg 
and a sealing steamer, while entwined about 
the pillars on either side and at the top and 
boctom aré the shamrock, thistle and rose. 


We waved adieu from the 8.8. Portia to 
hundreds of our friends on the St. Johns 
dock at 10:30 Monday night, the 27th ult., 
and, after four days and nights by boaé and 
train, reached Boston, where we began an- 
other campaign on Sabbath, 20d inst; We 
expect to spend April in this city, May in 
Montreal and Junein Port Arthur before 
taking a few weeks needed rest and recrea- 
tion in Muskoka.

OLD AND NEW JUDGED TOGETHER 





Jophthah’s Sacrifice of His Daughter in 
Ovder to Keep His Vow to the Lord 
Was Not More Cruol Than the Physl- 
cal, Mental and Moral Sacrifices of 


Some Prosent Day Systemes. 


Washington, April 16.—Rey. Dr. Tal- 
mage preached this morning from this 
toxt, Judges xi, 86, ‘(My father, if thou 
hast opened thy mouth unto tho Lord, do 
to me according to that whioh hath pro- 
coeded out of thy mouth.’’ He said: 

Jeohthah was a freebooter. Karly 
turned out from & home where he ought 
to have been cared for, ho consorted with 
rough men and went forth to carn his 
living as best he could. In thoso times it 
wav considered right for a man to go out 
gn independent military expeditions. 
YJophthah was a good man according to 
the light of his dark ago, but through a 
wandering and predatory life he became 
reckless and precipitate. The grace of 
God changes a man’s heart, but never 
reverses his natural temperament. Tho 
Israelites wanted the Ammonites drivon 
out of their country, so they sent a dele- 
gation to Jephthah, asking him to be- 
come commander-in-chief of all the 
forces. He might have said, ‘‘You drove 
me out when you had no use for meand, 
now you are in trouble, you want me 
back,’’ but he did not say that. He takes 
command of the army, sends mossengers 
to the Ammonites to tell them to vacate 
the country and, getting no fayorable re 
sponse, marshals his troops for battle. 

Before going out to the war Jephthah 
makes a very solemn vow that if the 
Lord will give him the victory, then, on 
his return home, whatsoever firsb comes 
out of his doorway he vwyill offer in sacri- 
fice as a burnt offering. The battle 
opens. It was no skirmishing on the 
edges of danger, no unlimbering of bat- 
terles two miles away, but the hurling 
of men on the points of swords and 
spears until the ground could no more 
drink the blood, and the horses reared to 
leap over the pile of bodies of the slain. 
In those old times opposing forces would 
fight until their swords were broken, 
and then each one would throttle his man 
until they both fell, teeth to teeth, grip 
to grip, death stare to death stare, until 
the plain was one tumbled mass of 
corpses from which the last trace of man- 
hood bad been dashed out. 

Jephthah wins the day. Twenty cities 
lay captured-at his feet. Sound the yic- 
tory all through the mountains of Gilead. 
Let the trumpeters call up the survivors. 
Homeward to your wives and children, 
Homeward with your glittering freasures. 
Homeward to have the applause of an 
admiring nation. Build triumphal 
arches, swing out flags all over Mizpah, 
open all your doors to receive the captur- 
ed treasures, through every hall spread 
the banquet, pile up the viands, fill high 
the tankards. The nation is redeemed, 
the invaders are routed and the national 
honor is vindicated. : 

Huzza for Jephthah, the conqueror! 
Jephthah, seated on a prancing steed, 
advances amid the acclaiming multi- 
tudes, but his eye is not on the excited 
populace. ~ Remembering that he had 
made a solemn yow that, returning from 
victorious battle, whatsoever first camo 
ont of the doorway of his home, that 
should be sacrificed as a burnt offering,

remember that in olden times when yows 
were made men tnought they must exe- 
cute them, perform them, whether they 
were wicked or good. There were two 
wrong things about Jephthah’s vow. 
First, he ought never to haye made it, 
Next, haying made it, it were better 
broken than kept. But do not take on 
pretentious airs and say, “I could not 
have done as Jephthah did.” If in form- 
er days you had been standing on the 
banks of the Ganges and you had been 
born in India, you might have thrown

educational affairs, and while the two 
political parties are sorabbling fo! the 
honors Jephthah's daughter porishes It 
ig so much 80 that thoroe are many, schools 
in the country to-day which aro prepar 


ing tens of thousands of invalid mon and 
womer for the fufure; so that, jn many 
places, by the time the child's education 
is finished the ohild is finished! In many 
places, In many olties of the country, 
there are large appropriations for every 
thing olse, and cheerful» appropriations, 
but As soon as the appropriation is to be 


ysade for the educational or moral 
interests of the clty we are struok 
through with on cconomy that is well 
nigh tho death of us. 

In connéction with this I mention 


what I might call the cramming system 
of the common schools and many of the 
noademies; children of delicate brain 
compelled tg tasks that might appall o 
mature intellect; children going down to 
school with a strap of books half as high 
as themselves. The fact is in some of the 
eltios parents do not allow their children 
to graduate for the simple reason, they 
say, ‘‘We cannot afford to ullow our 
children’s health to be destroyed in order 
that they may gather tho honors of an 
{ustibution.’’ “ens of thousands of child- 
ren educated into imbeoilify, s0 that con- 
nected with many such literary establish- 
ments there ought to be asylums for the 
wrecked. It is push and crowd.and cram 
and stuff and jam until the child’s intel- 
lect is bewildered, and the memory is 
ruined, and the health js gone. ‘Thtre are 
children who once were full of romping 
and laughter and had cheeks crimson 
with health who are now turned out in 
the afternoon pale faced, irritated, 
asthmatic, old before thelr time. It is 
one of the saddest sights on earth, an old 
mannish boy or an old womanish girl. 
Girls 10 years of age studying algebral 
Boys 12 years of age racking their brain 
over trigonometry! Children unaequaint- 
ed with their mother tongue crying over 
their Latin, French and German lessons! 
All the viyacity of thelr nature beaten 
out of them by tho heavy bectle of a 
Greek lexicon! And you doctor them for 
this, and you give them a little medicine 
for that, and you wonder what isthe 
matter of them. I will tell you what is 
the matter of them, They are finishing 
their education! 

In my parish in Philadelphia a little 
child was so pushed at school that she 
was thrown into a feyer, and in her 
dying delirium all night long she was 
trying to recite the multiplication table. 
In my boyhood I remember that in our 
class at school there was,one lad who 
knew more than all of us put together. 
If we were fast in our arithmetic, he ex- 
tricated us. When we stood up for the 
spelling class, he was almost always the 
head of the class. Visitors came to his 
father’s house, and he was always 
brought in as a prodigy. At 18 years of 
age he was an idiot. He lived ten years 
an idiot and died an idiot, not knowing 
his right hand from his left or day from 
night. The parents and the teachers 
made him an idiot. 

You may flatter your ~ pride by forcing 
your child to know more than any other 
children, but you are making a sacrifice 
of that child if by the additions to its 
intelligence you are making a subfrac- 
tion from its future. The child will go 
away from such maltreatment with no 
exuberance to fight the battle of life. 
Such children may get along very well 
while you take care of them, but when 
you are old or dead alas for them if, 
through the wrong system of education 
which you adopted, they have no swarth- 
iness or force of character to take care of 
themselves. Be careful how you make 
the child’s head ache or its heart flutter, 
I hear a great deal about black man’s 
rights, and Chinaman’s rights, and 
Indian’s rights, and woman’s rights. The 
Carthaginians used to sacrifice their 
children by putting them into the arms 
of an idol which thrust forth its) hand. 
The child was put into the arms of the 
idol and no sooner touched the arms than 
it dropped into the fire. But it was the 
art of the mothers to keep the children 
smiling and laughing until the moment 
they died. There may be a fascination 
and a hilarity about the styles of educa- 
tion of which I am speaking, but it is 
only laughter at the moment of sacrifice, 
Would God there were only one 
Jephthah’s daughter! 

Again, there are many parents who are 
sacrificing their children, with wrong 
system of discipline—too great rigor or 
too great leniency. There are children in 
families who rule the household. The 
high chair in which the infant sits is 
the throne, and the rattle is the scepter, 
and the other children make up the 
parliament where father and mother 
haye no yote! Such children come up to 
be miscreants, There is no chance in 
this world for a child that has never 
learned to mind. Such people become the 
botheration of the church of God and the 

est of the world. Children that do not 
earn to obey human authority are un- 
willing’ to learn to obey divine authority. 
Children will not respect parents whose 
authority they do not respect. Who are 
these young men that swagger through 
the street with their thumbs in their 
yest talking about their father as ‘‘the 
old man,”’ ‘‘the governor,’’ ‘‘the squire,’’ 
“the old chap,’ or their mother as ‘‘the 
old woman?’’ They are those who in 
youth, in childhood, never learned to 
respect authority. li, haying heard that 
his sons had died in their wickedness, fell 
over backwayd and broke his neck and 
died. Well he might. What is life to a 
father whose sons are debauched? The 
dust of the valley is pleasant to his taste, 
and the driving rains that drip through 
the roof of the sepulcher are syeeter 
than the wines 9f Helbon. 

There must be harmony between the 


father’s government and the mother’s 
government. The father will be tempted 
to too great rigor. The mother will be 
tempted to too great leniency. Her 
tenderness will overcome her. Her yoice 
is a little softer, her hand seems better 
fitted to pull outa thorn and soothe a 
pang. Children wanting anything from 
the mother, ery for it. They hope to dis- 
solve her with tears. But the mother 
must not interfere, must not coax off, 
must not beg for the child when the 
hour comes for the assertion of parental 
supremacy and the subjugation of a 
child’s temper. ‘There comes in the his- 
tory of every child an hour when it is 
tested whether the parents shall rule or 
the child shall rule. That is the crucial 
hour, If the child triumphs in that hour, 
then he will some day make you crouch. 
It is a horrible scene. I have witnessed 
it. A mother come to old age, shivering 
with terror in the presence of a son who 
cursed her gray hairs and mocked her 


wrinkled face and begrudged her the 
crust she munched with her toothless 
gums! 


How sharper than a serpent’s tooth it is 
To have a thankless child! 


But, on the other hand, too great rigor 
must be avoided. It is a sad thing when 
domestic government becomes cold mili- 
tary despotism. ‘Trappers on the prairie 
fight flro with flre, but you cannot suc- 
cossfully fight your child’s bad temper 
with your own bad temper, We must 
not be too minute in our inspection, We 
cannot expect our children to be perfect, 
We must not see everything. Since we 
have two or three faults of our own, we 
ought not to be too rough when we dls- 
cover that our children have as many. If 
tradition be true, when we were Ghild- 
ren we were not all little Samuels and 
our parents were not fearful they 
set nob raiso us because of our pro 
mature goodness. You cannot scold or 
pound your children into nobility of 
character. The bloom of a child's heart 
can pever be seen under a cold drizzle, 
Above all, avold fretting and scolding in 
the household. Botter than ten years of 
frotting at your children ia one good, 
round, old fashioned application of the 
slipper! That minister of the gospel of 
whom we read in the noywspapers that hoe 
whipped his child to death because he

Some one asked the mother of Lord 
Chief Justice Mansfield if she was not 
proud to haye three such eminent sons 
and all of them good. ‘‘No,’’ she sald, 
“it is nothing to be proud of, but some- 
thing for which to be very grateful.” 

Again, there are many who are sacri- 
floing their ‘children to a spirit of world- 
liness. Some one asked a mother whose 
children had turned out very well what 
was the secret by which she prepared 
them for usefulness and for the Christian 
life, ‘and she said: ‘This was the secret. 
When in the morning I washed my child- 
ren, I prayed that they might be washed 
in the fountain of a Saviour'’s mercy. 
When TI put on their garments, I prayed 
tifat they might be arrayed in the robe 
of a Saviour’s righteousness. When I 
gave them food, I prayed that they might 
be fed with manna from heayen. When 
I started them on the road to schoo}, I 
prayed that their path might be as the 
shining light, brighter and brighter to 
the perfect day. When I put them to 
sleop, I prayed that they might be in- 
folded in the Saviour’s arms.’? ‘‘Oh,’’ 
you say, ‘‘that was very old fashioned,’’ 
Tt was quite old fashioned. But do you 
suppose that a child under such nurture 
as that ever turned out bad? 

Tn our day most boys start out with no 
idea higher than the all encompassing 
dollar. They start in an age which boasts 
it can scratch the Lord’s Prayer on a 
10-cent piece and the Ten Command- 
ments on « 10-cent piece, Children are 
taught to reduce morals and religion, 
time and eternity, to vulgar tractions. 
It seems to be their chief attainment that 
10 cents make n dime and ten dimes 
make a dollar. How to get money is 
only equaled by the other art, how to 
keep if. Tell me, ye who -know, what 
chance there is for those who start out in 
life with such perverted sentiments. 

‘The money market resounds again and 
again with the downfall of such people. _ 
If I had a drop of blood on the tip of a 
pon, I would tell you by what ayful 
tragedy many of the youth of this coun- 
try are ruined. ‘ 

Further on thousands and tens of 
thousands of the daughters of America 
are sacrificed to worldliness. They are 
taught to be in sympathy with all the 
artificialties of society. They are inducted 
into all the hollowness of what is called 
fashionable life. They are taught to be- 
lieve that history is dry, but that 50-cent 
stories of adventurous love are delicious. 
With capacity that might haye “rivaled a 
Florence Nightingale in heayenly minis- 
tries or made the father’s house glad 
with filinl and sisterly demeanor their 
life is a waste, their beauty a curse, 
their eternity a demolition. 

In the siege of Charleston, during out 
civil war, a lieutenant of the army stood 
on the floor beside the daughter of the 
ex-governor of the State of South Caro- 
lina. They were taking the vows of mar- 
riage A bombshell struck the roof, drop- 
ped into the group, and nine were 
wounded and slain, among the wounded 
to death the bride. While the bridegroom 
knelt on the carpet trying to stanch the 
wounds the bride demanded that the 
ceremony be completed that she might 
take tho vows before her departure, and 
when the minister said, “Wilt thou be 
faithful unto death?’ with -her dying 
lips she said, ‘‘I willl’? and in two hours 
she had departed. Uhat was the slaughter 
and the sacrifice of the body, but at 
thousands of marriage altars there are 
daughters slain for time and slain for 
eternity. It is not a marriage. It is ao 
massacre. Affianced to some one who is 
only waiting until his father dies so he 
can get the property; then a little while 
they swing around in the circles, bril- 
lianf circles; then the property is gone, 
and, having no power to earn a livell- 
hood, the twain slink into some corner of 
soclety—the husband an idler and a sot, 
the wife a drudge, a slave and a sacrifice. 
Ah! Spare your denunciations from 
Jephthah’s head and expend them all on 
this wholesale modern martyrdom! I 
liff up my voice against the sacrifice of 
children. I look out of my window on 4 
Sabbath, and I see a group of children 
unwashed, uncombed, un-Christianized. 
Who cares for them? Who prays for 
them? Who utters to them one kind 
word? When tho clty missionary, passing 
along the park in New York, saw a 
ragged lad and heard him swearing, It 
sald to him: ‘‘My son, stop swearing! 
You ought to go to the house of Goa to- 
day. You ought to be good. You ought 
to be a Christian,’? The lad looked in 
his face and said: ‘Ah. it is easy for

HOW Hu 


A REPORTER’S TUSSLE TO INTERVIEW 
THE GIAEAT AUTHOR. 

After an Unavailing Exhibition of 
Impudent Nerve the Effort Succeed. 
ed by Turning the Conversation to 
the Subfsect of Soldieriug, 


“When Rudyard Kipling first visited 
this couvtry, he had a short, sharp and 
decisive pose to which ho clung tenacious 
ly,”’ sakl a Chicago nowspaper man, ‘and 
I was sont down to Kipling's hotel to pick 
a bit of talk out of him when he struck 
Chicago on his way from San Francisco to 
New York. Ho wasn't quite such a big gun 
thon as he is now, but ho was big enough 
All the way from tho coast to Chicago the 


reporters he had met had been hammering 
him as a caso of a romarkably bright 
young man afflicted with clophantiasis of 
tho skull. I concluded that all of this 


anvil chorus musio made by the reporters 
Kipling had mot yas unjust, Thad such 
an opinion of my own Interviewing skill 
that I would have been willing to Tay bot- 
ter than even money that I'd suceeed in 
getting a corking, redhot talk out of tho 
young Kast Indian 

‘He got into Chicago at 40’clock in the 
afternoon, too late for the hotel reporters 
for the afternoon papers to get in a talk 
with him. Kipling put up at the Riche- 
lieu, and I sent my card up to him about 
7 o'clock in the evening, After ubout fivo- 
minutes & young man wearing a yery 
baggy sult of clothes and the bummest 
black derby hat I ever saw got off ‘tho 
elevator and shambled into the hotel lob 
by. I know the young man was Kipling 
Ho looked about the same then as ho does 
now—samo bulldog, rock of Gibraltar 
juw, stubby mustache, s¢arching eyes and 
general look of slouchiness, 

‘He had my card in his hand as ho en- 
tered the hotel lobby. Ho seemed to re- 
gard the card as a great curiosity. He ex- 
amined it from all points of view, walked 
over to the window front of the hotel and 
scrutinized it from top to bottom; held it 
out at arm’s length, and seemed to haye 
all kinds of difficulty in arriving at a de- 
termination what the deuco the card 
meant. I walked oyer to where he was 
fumbling with the oard at the window 
front, - 

“*Mr, Kipling?’ I said. 

“He turned upon me sharply. He looked 
me in the eyes, Then he lowered his eyes 
to my feet and began a slow study of me 
from my shoes up. When his eyes finally 
reached the point of my chin, he looked at 
my twisted card in his hand and said in a 

short, choppy voice: 

**Um—whatif Iam? I don’t know 
you. Did you send me this card?’ 

“T admitted the soft impeachment. 

“*T am just after boing hurtled down 
here by my city editor to find out what 
you think about the world, the flesh and 
the devil,’ I said. ‘Go ahead, Let’s have 
it. Cough up.. Any old thing you say will 
do.’ : ; 

‘Kipling’s rugged countenance was 
momentarily crossed by a very boyish, 
fetching grin. ‘ 

“*You're a pretty cheeky sort, aren't 
you?’ he inquired, not quite so choppily as 
he had spoken before. ‘What does you 
blasted city editor or anybody elso suppose 
that I know about the deyil, the flesh or 
the world? I’m only six and twenty—a 
kid, a kid in England, at any rate, where 
precocity, instead of being at a premium, 
as it seems to be over here, is a social 
vice, ‘*The world, the flesh and the deyil?’' 
Hayen’t you gotany hoary patriarchs here 
to whom you can put that question?’ 

“*Slews of ’em,’I replied. ‘But they 
hayen’t written books about the doings of 
Mulvaney, Ortheris and Learoyd. That 
stuff of yours is pretty good—that is, it 
isn’t half bad. You’re of the improying 
sort, I think, and you’ll probably do some 
yery decent work later on, when you get 
next to yourself.’ 

“Kipling took off his spectacles, wiped 
them with his pocket handkerchief, read- 
justed them, and looked me through for 
fully a minute before he spoke. i 

‘**T say,’ he said then, ‘you’re a con: 
founded impertinent sort of a cove, aren’t 
you? What the deuce do you mean? / It’s 
solacing torun across 4 man who's deyised 
of pure gall—it’s novel, I mean. What do 
you want me to say?’ 

**How do you like what you’ye seen of 
this country, anyhow?’ I asked him, to 
make a switch in the line of talk, 

**T like it in spots,’ he replied. ‘What 
difference does it make whether I like it 
or not?" 

‘** ‘Lots,’ I said. ‘We want to be approy- 
ed. We strive to please. We desire to be 
patted on the back. Go on and pat us on 
the back some more. I’ll take it down in 
shorthand.’ 

“*T wish you'd go away and let me 
alone,’ said Kipling. 

***Tf I was working for a salary instead 
of writing on space, I’d oblige you, for 

this isn’t any fun for me,’ said I. ‘Tell 
me some things about American soldiers, 
what you’ye seen of them.’ 

**Dhey’re a blooming fine lot, your sol- 
diers are,’ said Kipling, looking interest- 
ed. “They are crack men—way up men— 
the horse outfits especially. I’ve visited 
about a dozen posts, and I’d like to haye 
spent a month at each of ’em. I imagine 
it must be fine work soldiering down there 
in Arizona.’ 

“*Nice work,’ said I. ‘I often long to 
be back at old San Carlos. I.put in threo 
years as a buck private in one of the troops 
down there.’ 

“Well, that’s how I got Kipling—be- 
cause | had soldiered, and if there's one 
thing that interests Kipling more than 
another it’s soldiering. His homely phiz 
lit up when I mentioned that soldiering 
incident in my tumultuous career, and for 
three-quarters of an hour he sat thero in 
the window front of the Hotel Richelieu 
and talked oyer the military end of it ina 
clever, luminous, sketchy way that was 
full of meat. He told me all about the 
American military posts he had visited, 
comparing our soldiers with the men who 
compose the British outfits, and—vwell, it 
made over two columns of tiptop stuff. 
When I rose to take my leave of Kipling, 
1 said: 

**sNow, don’t forget. Whenever you 
write something that you think is really 
good juss send me along a batch of ad- 
vance proofs, and I'll give you a stick or 
to of a notice in my paper if I approve 
of the stuff and consider it up to the 
mark,’ 

’ Kipling simply glared at me amusedly 


out of his shrewd eyes, said something- 


that sounded like *Impudent whelp!’ and 
I went uway to write my interylew.’’— 
Washington Star

THE WATERWORKS BY-LAW. 

Council went into Committee of the 

Whole on By-laws, Ald. Hungerforé in 
the chair, 


The Waterworks By-law was discussed, 
Mayor Johnson gaye the Council a 


secured. The matter of municipal own- 
ership of franchises. such as the water 
works, resolved itself into the question, 
will it pay? Experience declared that it 
would pay, and he would’give proofs, The 
City of Glasgow, Scotland, was the world’s 
greatest example of a franchise-owning 
municipality. So great was the profit up- 
on the street railway, waterworks and 
other works, that it was scarcely necessary 
to levy any taxation upon the citizens. 
Coming to Canada, he quoted a lengthy 
list of the Canadian cities which had par- 
chased their water works. He had before 
instanced Brantford aud Brockville, each 
of which last year made a profit of $10,000. 
He would now refer to the town of Petro- 
lia, population 6,050. They spent $172, 
000 for their works and last year they had 
a profit of $9,240. He quoted from the 
books cf the Belleville Company, to 
which he had been given access, Last year 
the income was $17,792.10, derived as 
follows: from the City $7,000, G. T. R. 
$1,850, D. and D. Institute $900, general 
citizens $8,042.10. The expenditure for 
maintenance was only $6,304.63, leaving a 
net income of $11,487.47, which on an ex- 
penditure of $180,090, which the City will 
pay, would amount to 6} per cent. Our 
position would be as follows: We can 
borrow $180,000 at 34 ; that would mean 
an interest of $6,300. Take that from 
$11,487.47, the net income, it would leave 
$5,187.47. As we would provide a sink- 
ing fund, ssy a 30-year fund, that would 
take $4,203.85, which would leave, after 
uying interest and sinking fund, 
983.62. Those figures proved that 
even under present conditions, with only 
725 consumers, the City could run the 
works at.a profit. But the plant had ca- 
pacity to supply a city of 30,000 inhabi- 
tints, and the City could greatly extend 
the service and double the number of con- 
sumers. ‘The rate of profit on the exten- 
sions would be greater, because it would 
have to be reckoned only on the cost of 
the extension. We wculd haye all the 
advantages consequent upon the purchase 
of a going business, The price to be paid, 
he thought, wasa fair one. It had been 
stated that the old company several years 
ago offered to sell for $150,000 ; he cou'd 
tind no evidence of such an offer, but he 
had secured the amplest evidence that the 
works were wo: th all that was now asked. A! 
citizen had suggested chat the Company be 
offered 10% over cost, Mr. Corby, on be- 
half of the Oompany, offered to take 5% 
over cost, in preference to $182,000 as at 
present, which proved that the works must 
have cost over $170,000. Another proof 
is that the Canada Life Assurance Com: 
piny advanced $150,009 to the Company 
on mortgage bonds, and they would not 
have done so had the works not been 
worth much morethan that. He had Jn- 
terviowed Mr. Geo, H. Pope, who had 
been Manager for the old Company. He 
informed him that Mr. Freeman, the then 
President of the Company, was asked if he 
would take $150,090 for the works, and he 
would not hear of it. He valued them at 
$209,000. The late ex-Alderman Yeomans 
had determined to urge taking over the 
waterworks when the contract expired, 
and he proposed to offer $180,009. ‘The 


best bargain possible had been made as to 
the extras, the Oompany accepting the 
City's offer of $2233.89. If the valuators 
had been making (their report again 
to-day, they would add $15000 to 
their estimate, owing to the fact thab 
iron piping had gone up 33% in the past 
few days, and thecost of the piping in the 
works was $45,050, The City had closed 
at a fortunate time. The works had been 
splendidly constructed, were of the most

courts, and that the Quebec Government, 
in offering to supply counsel for the sct- 
tlers, only did so because the settlers were 
poor.

north of Lake ‘Tehad lying north of the 
15th parallel. The French sphore will 
extend south to the tropic of Canccr to 
the western limit of the Libyan dosert. 
The signatories agree to equality of com- 
mercial treatment from the Nile to Lake 
Tchad and between the 5th and 15th 
parallels of latitude. The latter elanso 
permits France to establish commeroial 
houses on the Nile and its affluents. The 
signatorics undertake to refrain from ex- 
eroising political or territorial rights out- 
side the frontiers fixed by the convention.

LORD HERSCHELL'S FUNERAL, 





Av Impressive and Solemn Service in 
Westminster Abbey. 


London, March 22,—The funeral of the 
Inte Baron Herschell, who died at Wash- 
ington on March 1, took place yesterday 
in Westminster Abbey, A procession of 
currlages formed at the residence of the 
deceased, Grosvenor Gardens, At the resi- 
donee the casket was placed in an elabor- 
ate glass panelléd hearse, and the proces- 
sion proceeded to Westminster Abbey. 

There the body was met by the dean, 
clergy and the choir, . 

The pall-bearers were: The Goyern- 
ment leader in the House of Commons, 
Mr, A. J. Balfour; the Speaker of the 
House of Commons, the Right Hon. Wil- 
liam Court Gully; the high commissioner 
of Canada, Baron Strathcona and Mount 
Royal; the Liberal leader in the House of 
Lords, the Warl of Kimberley; the vice- 
chancellor of the University of London, 
Sir Henry Enfield Roscoe; the Lord 
High Chancellor, the Karl of Halsbury, 
and the Ohancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
easter, Baron James of Hereford, and the 
United States ambassador, Mr, Joseph 
H. Choate. 

Lord Churchill, the Lord in Waiting to 
the Queen, represented Her Majesty, and 
ehore were also present representatives of 
the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
York. 

The chief mourner was the son of the 
sleceased, Baron Richard Farrer Herschell, 
who followed the coffin with the mem- 
bers of the family. 

As the procession proceeded up the 
naye the burial office and the Nineteenth 
Psalm wore sung, 

‘Lomi Churchill bore the Qucen's, 
wreath, which was of bays, with an auto- 
graph card inscribed: ‘‘A mark of sincere 
regard from Victoria, R.I,"’ 

The pall-covered coffin was borne 
through the west cloister. The late Baron 
Herschell’s official robes were placed at 
the head of the casket and his riband and 
orders were placed at the foot. Tho re- 
mains were accompanied by the clor, 
and choir up the nave to a space benecat 
the lantern, where they were deposited 
with impressive services. A trombone 
quartet played Beethoyen’s ‘' Equale.’” 

At the conclusion of the services, Sir 
Frederick Bridge, who had been organist 
of the Westminster Abbey sinco 1875, 
plnyed the Dead March from Saul.

STILL ANOTHER EXPLOSION, 





The French Ammunition Depot Dis- 


asters Still Continue, 


Paris, Maroh 22.—The series of oxplo- 
sions in Goyernment ammunition depots, 
which commenced with the terrible dis- 
aster at La Goubran, near Toulon, fol- 
lowed on Saturday with explosions at 
Bourges and Marseilles, was continued 
last evening, when an alarming explosion 
occurred in the laboratory of explosives 
attached to the War Department, where 
experiments were being made with a 
new kind of gunpowder. Chief Engineer 
Viel, Assistant Engineer d’Ouville and 
a third official were injured. All the win- 
dows in the neighborhood were smashed 
and considerable other damage was done, 
Although it is not believed that the ex- 
plosion was the result of foul play, great 
excitement followed. 


France Withdraws Objections. 


London, March 22.—The Pekin corre- 
spondent of The Times says: France has 
withdrawn her objections to the extension 
of the Cosmopolitan settlement at Shang- 
hai on conditions that haye been accept- 
ed by the foreign consuls, and it now de- 
volves on the British, American and Ger- 
man ministers to insist upon the imme- 
diate granting of the extension. 


Angle-Amerioan Feeling. 

Bermuda, March 22.—Rear-Admiral 
Sampson of the U.S. navy, in an inter- 
view with a correspondent of The London 
Times here, expressed the epee that the 
good feeling between Great Britain and 
the United States would be permanent. 
He says the United States has more to 
gain by a defensive alliance than Great 
Britain, and he rejoices that the recent 
change of sentiment has taken place. 


Very Cold in Germany. 

Berlin, March 22.—There has been a 
recurrence of snows®orms accompanied 
by severe oold throughout Germany. A 
great amount of damage has been done 
to vegetation. The weather has aggravat- 
ed the influenza epidomic. In Berlin 
alone this month there were over 200 
deaths from influenza. Te schools have 
been closed in Hast Prussia this week, 
owing to the spread of the disease. 


England Caught It Too. 


London, March 22,.—Seyere weather 
continues throughout Great Britain. At 
Leicestershire 20 degrees of frost has been

afternoon, Two of its victims have 
alroady passed away, one more is not ex- 
pected to live, and about 265 others aro 
suffering from broken limbs and burned 
flesh. 
Face to Face With Death, 

Tho blaze started shortly after 8 
o'clock. A group of women, busy with 
tho affairs of the secret orders with which 
thoy wore affiliated, were in a moment 
brought face to face with death. Sixty 
seconds later seven of them lay burned 
and Dleeding on the pavement, to which 
they had dropped 40 feet below, and the 
others were rescued after thoy had been 
more or loss severely injured in their des- 
perate dash down the single flight of 
stairs that led to safety. 

The fire originated from a gasoline 
stove explosion in a room in the rear of 
the third floor of the building and next to 
the elevator shaft. About 20 members of 
the Women’s Lodge of Maccabees were 
attending a committee meeting in the 
front waiting room on the same floor. 
They were unconscious of danger unt@l a 
janitor threw open the door and told 
them to get out before the flames cut 
them off. The warning came too late. 
The fire swept through the doorfand 
down the single stairway. Those nearest 
the door fled through the blinding smoke 
and reached the street- with hands and 
face burned and blistered. The rest faced 
a solid wall of fame, There was a fire 
escape at the south front of the building, 
but none of them thought of it. They 
rushed panic-stricken to the windows, 
through which the smoke was already 
pouring, ‘The fire, scarcely a foot behind 
them, caught their clothing and scorched 
their faces. 

Spectators Horrified. 

In another instant the spectators, at- 
tracted by the clouds of smoke, were hor- 
rifled to sce one after another spring from 
the open windows and fall heavily to the 
pavement. Not one arose. They were 
quickly carried into the office of a physi- 
clan across the street. Most of them were 
bleeding from seyere cuts and bruises, 
and all were burned until their skin 
hung in shreds. As fast as dressings 
could be applied the yictims were taken 
to the Clark Hospital. Mrs. Taylor and 
Mrs. Schamel died without recovering 
consciousness. 

Aside from the fatalities and the in- 
juries to persons, the fire was not a seri- 
ousone. The loss will not exceed $50,- 
000.

Inthis case the Crown and 
the Dominion Bank have had unlimited re- 
sources at their disposal in the work of 
keeping detectives employed in developing 
the case, while the defence has been com- 
pelled to depend upon the generosity of 
men and women whose faith in the inno- 
cence of the accused person has not 
wavered. I’ is well known that in the 
present day the largest expense In such a 
trial does not consist in the travelling and 
other expenses of witnesses, but in the 
expert searchings of skilled) detectives, 
who not only locate witnesses, but who 
keep sleepless watch upon the operations 
of the rival sleuths. ‘his being so and 
the purpose of the State being to convict 
the guilty and to acquit the innocent, have 
we not arrived at that stage where the 
Crown should either employ as detectives 
men equal to our judges in their sense of 
public duty and in their ability to see and 
comprehend evidence on both sides equally 
well, or, failing this, place at the disposal 
of one side, as of the other, a trained de- 
tective to collect all available evidence ? In

Where a prisoner can not engage counsel, 
the Crown supplies an adyccats; but we 
know very wellthat things have greatly 
changed since this wise precaution was 
introduced, and that to-day these things 
are true; (1) That a detective for the 
prosecution goes over the case again and 
again before it ever reaches the court ; 
(2) that the witnesses called for the Crown 
are not all those who may kaow something 
of the case, but only those whose evidence 
the detectives have found to be in 
line with the theory of — guilt ; 
(8) the prozecuting counsel knows exactly 
what each witness will say and, by asking 
questions, tells him howto say it in the 
way most fatal to the accuse] person; (4) 
that detectives perform so important a 
part that the defence must employ one who 
1s necessanily a private detective, irresponsi- 
ble to authority, which is bad for the State, 
and withoutylefinite rights, which is bad 
for the prisoner. It will, no doubt, be 
found impossible to suppress private detec- 
tives until such time as the Crown rccog- 
nises its obligation to place at the disposal 
of the accused person a responsible officer 
who shall see that the counsel for the de- 
fence who displays the evidence in -a 
prisoner's favor is in possession of all the 
evidence thac exists.

A Hitch at the Cemetery--Burial Post- 
poned, Pending Extra Graye-Dig- 
ging Operations-«Had to be 
Enlarged. 


London, April 23.-Oon Thursday a 
grave was dug too narrow at the Maccles- 
field cemetery and the mourners had to 
wait in the rain for three hours until it 
was widened, 

The funeral was that of a collossal fat 
man, who died suddenly while on e«hibi- 
tion in the tewn at a public-housa, 

The coftin, which measured three feet 
six inches wide by six feet ten inches long, 
was so large that the window and a large 
portion of the front of the house had to be 
removed in ordér to geb the corpse outside. 

No funeral hearse could be found suf- 
ficiently large to take ths coftin and a 
tradesman’s lorry was requisitioned, a 
*‘jack” being used to lower the corpse 
into the grave. 

The deceased, Leo Whitton, was aged 
forty-two, and weighed forty-one stono. 
He was a native of Oanada, having come 
here from near Belleville, Ontario, and 
had been in Macclesfield only a few days, 

The funerel was watched by a large con- 
course of people, who were kept back from 
the grave by the police. 

It was found impossible to place the 
coffin in the grave, which was too little, 
and the relatives gave instructions for it to 
be returned honie after it had been lower- 
ed no fewer than four times. 


Owing, however, to its enormous weight, 
it could not be lifted on to the lorry. 
Hence the mourners had to wain around 
while additional grave-digging operations 
were carried out.

like an elevator—two streams of coal 
running in all the time. They handle 
them quickly ard coal a ship very fast. 
Men, women and children all work, in 
fact there are more women than men. The 
children generally pass the empty baskets 
back, though I have seen quite small ones 
pass the full baskets. All the Japs we saw 
were small people, but apparently very 
strong and hardy. Many of the women 
have a baby strapped on their backs and 
others let their babies tumble round the 
deck. Thechildren are generally stout 
and healthy-looking and some of them 
might be called pretty. The marricd 
women have a heathenish custom of paint- 
ing or dyeing their teeth black which makes 
them look ugly enough. This is the chief 
coaling station in the Orient, so a lar.e 
number of these people work at coal all the 
time. They ure too a great people for bus- 
iness ; early in the morning they began to 
come aboard and by noon we could scarce- 
ly move about the deck or gang-ways for 
pedlars selling all kinds of bric-a-brac and 
novelties ef every kind, besides no end of 
silks, clothing, fruits, birds, etc., etc.; 
laundrymen looking for washing taken 
and returned in 24 hours for 2c a piecw — 
tailors to make or mend clothes, cobblers 
and a barber with his razor—shaving or 
hair-cutting while you walt. 


While we were at breakfast a native 
hustled down into the forecastle and be- 
gan to chatter like a magpie, making all 
sorts of motions with his hands, He wore 
an old U, S. naval uniform and had a paper 
containing the names of some U. S. troop- 
ships. All we could understand was ‘* Me 
Jump right in—Me jump right in,” as he 
grabbed dish after dish, flourishing them 
inthe air. At first we thought he was 
crazy, but we soon found that he merely 
wanted to wash dishes and help the mess 
boy while we were in port. They will 
work for their board and a few cents a day. 
All the coal heavers get is 20c a day, 
Japanese (about 12c of our money), though 
they are very sharp in bargaiming and haye 
the real Jew style of bartering and trad- 
ing. Saturday evening I went ashore in a 
San Pan, charge 20c Jap. The boat will 
hold five or six and has a small cabin. 
They do not row, but use a long oar at the

stern to scull with. They are expert scul- 
lers and can make yood time. Nagasaki is 
built at the head of a bay three miles lonz 
and half a mile wide, and is surrounded by 
mountains. - It is said to contain 300,000 
inhabitants. We landed in front of the 
Nagasaki Hotel, a large brick building of 
five stories. As soon as you land you are 
met by the Rick-Shaw men (or men with 
the little carts), They are along the street 
on eyery hand and will run with you in the 
cart for 20 cents an hour. 


I had some trouble to find one who could 
understand what I said, but after a while I 
found one who could savey English, so I 
got in and off he started on the run up the 
street. There isa high stone wall and 
drive, or rather runway,all along the beach 
where they run tu and fro, At short in- 
tervals there are arches in the wall over 
small canals which divide the city into dis- 
tricts, and as they do not use horses or 
cars they carry all their freight up these 
canals and so distribute it throughout the 
city. Some of the grades are very steep, 
but my little two-legged horse didn’t seem 
to mind them, running up hill and down, 
and since thers is no other means of rapid 
transit in this city everyone uses the Rick- 
shaw, consequently there are thousands of 
Rickshaw men in Nagasaki. They are very 
obliging aad will waitin front of a store or 
dwelling for hours. The streets are very 
narrow and there are so many carts in mo- 
tion it looks very minute as if they 
must jam into each other, but they 
clear and run on. The stores are small 
and haye no counters, and they don’t 
use chairs, but all sit on the floor. 
I rode until I got too cold to ride any 
longer, so I walked the rest of tha even- 
ing. There are Iots of saloons and places 
of amusement, and as there is always a 
large number of sailors, native and foreign, 
on shore, it is a terrible place for drinking. 
It would take too long to tell you all I saw 
in Japan, so you must wait till I get home 
Sunday was my day off again, so I wen 
ashore about 10 o'clock a.m, Of course 
these people know very little as yet about 
the Sabbath, so I saw no difference in the 
place. Ona plateau back of the City are 
temples of their gods and idols. There 
are many of them and vhey are always 
open. They have gods of every descrip- 
tion and all look as ugly as it is possible to 
make them. I think their idea is to impel 
fear, and ‘fear hath torment.” I stood 
at the dsor and looked in, but did not go 
in, as the floors are all covered with mat- 
ting and a person is not supposed to wear 
their boots while inside, but the Japs boots 
are easy to take off, for in fact they are 
not boots, but sandals or wooden shoes, so 
all they have todo is to step into them and 
Step out again. A person can easily know 
how many are inside by the number of 
shoes at sandals at the door of a house in 
Japan. 


While I was looking in I saw some 
women worshipping inside. They passed 
from one image to another where they lit a 
candle. And as it burned they went back 
a few feet and got on their knees and went 
through a number of gesticulations. 1t 
seemed so sad to think these bright intelli- 
gent people should bow down to gods of 
wood and stone, knowing nothing of our 
God and Saviour Jesus Ohrist, nor of a 
worship of love instead of fear. I remem- 
ber how L. used toteJl ma that it was all 
nonsense to send people and money to the 
heathen ; but seeing their need I think 
different. May the time soon come when 
those who sit in darkness and the shadow 
of death shall see that great light. Not 
finding a church or meeting house I return- 
ed tothe ship. Iwas in my bunk at 8 
o'clock, but on hearing that there was a 
C.E. meeting going on in the stern of the 
vessel, you may be sure 1 was glad to hear 
that and soon got down. Some mission- 
aries had come from shore, three women, 
two men and two seamen from Her 
Majesty's ship Iphigenia. 

They had brought an organ and some 
hymn books, and Dr.—Somebody—from 
Philadelphia preached from the text ‘*What 
think ye of Christ,” This. was the only 
religious service it has been my privilege to 
attend since leavirg Honolulu. April 7th 
—This is my last night at sea. "Tis 9 
p-m. We had 299 miles to go from noon 
to-day. We expect that at 3 p.m. to- 
morrow we will tie up at the dock. We 
left Nagasaki, Monday, March 17th at 7 
a.m. It was thought we would go through 
the inland sea to Yokohama, but we took 
the outside course to save pilotage, We 
had very heayy seas for a week after leav- 
ing, but they say it is always rough in the 
China sea, Since leaving that sea we have 
had it very fine. Yesterday we saw the 
first sail since leaving Nagasaki. April 
8th— Wu» arrived safely and are now lyiog 
at the dock. There has been hard fighting 
since we left Manila and our ship is going 
right back with more troops. As we only 
ship here by the single trip I don’t know 
yet whether I'll go or not, as I have seen 
the peoples and places I wanted to see.

THE ASSAY OFFICE. 


Claimed That it is Not up to Expecta- 
tions. 


Marmora Herald ; The Government As- 
say Office at Belleville is about to be re- 
moved to larger quarters. The change cre- 
ated a warm discussion in the City Council. 
It appears that the office is not what the 
people of Belleville wanted in the first 
place, but the matter, as is the usual thing, 
got mixed into politics and the needs of 
this district were not at all provided for. 
What was wanted then, what is needed now, 
and what a strong effort should now be pub 
forward to get, isa far more comprehen- 
sive and practical institution. A bureau 
of information is needed. We hope that 
some effort will be put forward to secure 


it. This bureau should he under the con- 
trol of a man of wide experience and know- 
jedge of the mining centres of the world, 
one whose knowledge would be full, accur- 
ate and reliable. - Detailed information of 
everything in connection with the mines of 
Eastern Ontario should be collected. The 
bureau could keep owners of mining pro- 
perty in touch with companies and capital- 
ists desiring to invest. Thé assay office 
could be carried on as one branch of the 
institution. There is no doubt at all in the 
minds of those acquainted with this district 
that it contains vast quantities of miveral 
of many kinds. But there isa great lack 
of knowledge as to the amount of mineral 
and its richness. Merely by accident a 
company now and then, usually with a 
small ainount of capital, do a little seratch- 
ing on the surface of properties and 
through lack of capital cease operations. 
This is of course a bad advertisement. 
Canadian Goldfields and Cordova Explora- 
tion Oo, are exceptions. Butif fuller in- 
formation in regard to these and other pro- 
rerties could be giyen from a‘ reliable 
source, such as we speak of, it would work 
marvels in the development of this country, 


Now is the proper time for the Goyern- 
ment to make a move and see to the de- 
velopment of this district. Prospects were 
never so bcight as they are now, when 
minerals of all kinds are anxiously looked 
for. A great deal of money is spent by the 
Government in developing other resources, 
why not give more attention to this, which 
promises to be one of the greatest resources 
of Canada ?

To Mr. Deavin’s enquiry of a person 
named Bourassa, a relative of the merh- 
bor for Labelle, who was employed in the 
Yukon postoflice, Mr, Sifton replied that 
the appointments Were made in Dawson 
Without the department at Ottawa being 
consulted. 

Costly Yukon Suapplios. 

Mr. Sifton informed Mr, Clarke that 
the Government sent in the Yukon, via 
St. Michael's, by the Alaska Commercial 
Company, 800 tons at a cost of $2504 
ton, via the White Pass; 800 tons were 
sent in at rates varying from 9 to 60 
cents per pound. No Government supplies 
were sold, except small quantities to 
officials for their own use, Tenders were 
asked for the larger portion of the goods, 

Canada Not Represented. 

Mr. Glarke was informed that no 
arrangements have been made for Can- 
ada’s participation in the mineral exhibit 
at the ‘‘Greater Britain Hxhibition’’ in 
London this summer. As -to representa- 
tions to the Government against the gold 
royalty in the Yukon, these were prom- 
ised in the shape of a return.

An Alleged Telegraph Line,

Mr, Clarke was informed by the Pre- 
micr that Mr. Clute had been appointed 
to make inquiries into the different com- 
plaints reported upen by the Crow’s Nest 
Pass commissioners, and his report would 
be laid before the House. 

What the Newsles Pay, 
To Mr, Bell (Pictou), the Minister of 
Railways said that the contract for the 
privilege of selling newspapers on the 
Intercolonial had been let to. the Canada 
Railway News Co., at $12,600 for three 
years, $11,100 in cash and $1,500 in ad- 
vertising at $50 a page in the Interna- 
tional Railway Guide, their lease expir- 
ing in May, 1900.

Mr. Pope was informed that Mr, 
Harris’ services as general traffic manager 
of the L.C.R., while able and energetio, 
were dispensed with, as after a few 
months experience it was found he was 
injudicious in his dealings with the 
public, 
‘To a question by Mr. Clarke the Min- 
ister of the Interior replied that during 
the past 12 months the Government had 
paid to ugents of British steamboats as 
bonus on adult immigrants $2,000 and 
on children $165; to agents of foreign 
steamships, $23,130 for adults. 
Mr. Martin was informed that the 
Government has under consideration a 
scheme of cold storage for the transporta- 
tion of fresh fish from the Maritime 
Proyinces to Quebee and Ontario. 

Vrovinuciul Subsidies, 

To a question by Mr. Chauyin, the 
Premier replied that he bad seen the 
speech of Mr, L. Gouin, M.P.P. of Que- 
bee, to the effect that a remanipulation 
of provincial subsidies must be agitated, 
and the Federal Government would 
accede to the request. But the only repre- 
sentations in the matter before the Goy- 
ernment were the Quebeo resolutions of 
1857, which were under consideration. 

Yo Mr, Robertsen, who asked if the 
Government intended to intfoduce a copy- 
right bill this session, the reply was given 
that the matter was ‘under considera- 
tion.’”

Government to Take It Up. 

The Minister of Finance said this was 
a8 subject which the Government could 
not take up on a special motion, as it 
was undesirable to anticipate the budget. 
He then moved the adjournment of the 
debate. 

Mr. Davin (Assinaboia) supported the 
motion in a lengthy speech, in which he 
said that in the Northwest Territories, 
for the year ended June 80, 1898, $27,421 
there was paid in duty on ooal oil, which 
went into the pookets of the gigantic oll 
trust to whioh reference had already been 
made, 

Mr, IT. G. Johnston (West Lambton) 
opposed the motion of Mr. Dayis, on the 
ground that the freeing of coal oil would 
render oil-making unremunerative. 

Mr, Oliver (Alberta) said, while gen- 
erally & Warm supporter of the present 
Government, -he was a theoretical protec- 
tionist. But in the matter of coal oil, he 
considered two cents a gallon was the 
full amount of revenue tariff that should 
be charged, instead of five cents per 
gallon, 

Mr, Richardson (Lisgar) said the people 
of Manitoba and the west were not alto- 
gether satisfied with the tariff generally, 
but it was because they believed that the 
tariff would be remodelled and reduced. 
He could not claim to be a theoretical 
protectionist. His belief was that they 
should have no protection whatever. One 
of the hopes of the people was that if the 
present Government were returned to 
office coal and agricultural implements 
would be placed on the free list, These 
reliefs had not yet been effected, but it 
would afford great satisfaction if these 
goods were placed on the free list. He 
concluded by supporting the motion. 

Mr. Monk (Jacques Cartier) said the 
Government obtained support in his con- 
stituency by promising to free coal oil. 
They had not carried out that promis3, 
and he should support the motion. 

Mr. W. 8. Calvert (W. Middlesex) op- 
posed the motion, 

Mr, Dayis finally said he was willing 
to accept the amendment, but a division 
was challenged, when there voted for the 
amendment, 68; against the amendment, 
80; Gevernment majority, 88. 

Mr. Davis yoted in the majority against 
his own motion amid ironical cheering 
and laughter. Three Liberals yoted in the 
minority. They were Messrs. Legris, 
Monet and Snetsinger. 

Seed Grain Indebtedness, 

Mr. Davin moved that, in the opinion 
of this House, the seed grain indebted- 
ness in the Northwest ‘Territories should 
be dealt with by the Government in the 
following manner: 

1, That the indebtedness against aban- 
doned quarters in half sections should be 
written off. 

2. That the bonded indebtedness should 
be cancelled. 

8. That the debt due directly by farm- 
ers for seed grain should be handed over 
to the Local Government, who should be 
directed to give the farmers the option of 
paying it in oash or in statute labor. 

Mr. R. F. Pope (Compton) seconded 
the motion. 

Mr. Dayis supported the general princi- 
ple of the motion. 

The Minister of the Interior said in the 
cases of bonded indebtedness and the in- 
debtedness against abandoned sections he 
could see no reasonable manner in whioh 
the Government could act without giving 
the matter the most serious consideration, 
as the Administration, while desivous of 
investigating hardship, must protect the 
revenues. Perhaps before the olose of the 
session something might be done to afford 
relief in the direction indiéated, but he 
could not accept the motion. 

Mr. Oliver said the feeling was that 
the bond of indebtedness be cancelled, 
but not the indebtedness itself, because 
the bonds had entailed great hardships 
where least expected, 

Mr. Dayin then, by leave of the House, 
withdrew the motion.

Increase Over 


Ottawa, April 25,—The Finance Min- 
ister laid upon the table of the House 
last night, just before adjournment, his 
main estimates for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1900. 


Mr, Hielding is asking for a total of 
$46,286,500, or a net decrease, compared 
With the amount voted last session for 
the current fiscal year, of $1,613,036. The 
decrease in capital expenditure is estimat- 
ed at $2,177,421; the increase in consolidat- 
ed fund expenditure $563,485, leaving the 
net decrease as stated, ¢ 

Asks a Big Increase. 

But Mr. Bielding will have supplement- 
ary estimates this session of, say, about 
$2,500,000. Last sesslon supplementary 
amounted to $2,853,150. Comparing the 
main estimates of the two sessions, how- 
ever, it is seen that the Binance Minister 
asked for but $88,111,668 on consolidated 
tung accrue a PE cca main esti- 

ates, an e is asking this session for 
$41,525,298, a body increase of $4,416,035 
on estimated ordinary expenditure. It was 
not without warrant, therefore, that Mr.

Consolidated Fund, 

Comparing the main estimates for next 
year with the total appropriation of last 
year chargeable to consolidated fund, 
the sum of $18,254,687 is asked for public 
debt charges, an Increase of $421,140.

BIG CONCERN CLOSED DOWN, 





Yarmouth, N.S., Is Therefore in a State 
of Consternation. 


Halifax, N.S., April 26.—Not for years 
has anything caused so near an approach 
to general consternation in Yarmouth as 
the announcement that the Burrell John- 
ston Iron Company has ceased work and 
dismissed all hands. Among the hands 
dismissed were some who had been work- 
ing constantly there for 42 years, Of the 
60 hands fully one-half are owners of 
real estate and nearly all have families. 
They embrace a large number of the best 
middle-class citizens of Yarmouth. 

It seems the company has not made 
money for its shareholders for some 
years, though there was a time when 16 
per cent. dividends were paid. At a meet- 
ing of the shareholders, held on Satur- 
day, it was resolved to immediately olose 
up business. Among the rumors is one 
that some stockholders in Halifax have 
resolved to haye the works removed here.

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A BENZINE EXPLOSION. 


Twe Men Killed, Two Missing and Many 
Persons Badly Injured- Woman on 
Fire With Burning Benzine. 


Philadelphia, April 26.—By an explo- 
sion of benzine in Fleer’s Chemical 
Works yesterday two men were killed, 
two others are unaccounted for and one 
woman was fatally injured. A score of 
persons were more or less seriously in- 
jured. 

There were two explosions, the first 
occurring at 8.55 and the second a few 
minutes later. Tho factory is a total 
wreck, and buildings for a distance of 
half a square on both sides of Callowhill 
street were partially demolished. In some 
instances windows in structures two 
squares away were shattered. 

Adjoining Fleer’s establishment was a 


4 store owned by Arthur Donohue. 
aromatase were said to haye been 


asleep in the upper part of the house, and 
they had not been accounted for. Mrs. 
Donohue, the grocer’s mother, was so 
badly injured that her death was 
momentarily expected. 

On the opposite side of the sireet was 
the dwelling of Mrs. Giverson. The burn- 
ing benzine ignited the clothing of Mrs. 
Givergon and that of her ohild. With the 
infant in her arms, she ran screaming 
into the street enyeloped in flames. Fire- 
men and hospital surgeons, who had re- 
sponded promptly to the alarm, hastened 
to her assistance, and she was conveyed 
to a hospital in an ambulance. 

It is impossible at this time to esti- 
mate the -loss. Fully a hundred houses 
have been more or less damaged, those 
in close proximity to the chemical works 
being so badly wrecked as to probably 
necessitate their condemnation.

South Dakotans Hore the Brunt, 


Manila, April 26.—General Hale's bri 
gado, consisting of the Nobraska, lowa 
nod South Dakota Rogimeonts, with three 
guns, Which left Malolos on Monday, 


followed tho west bank of the Rio Grandoe 


River to a ford. Tho forces oncountered 
many small bands bf rebola, and during 
tho afternoon discovered several hundred 
of the enemy entrenched near Pulilan, 


north of Quingan, Our troops attacked 
the rebels and lost six killed, In addi- 
tion, 11 of the Amoricans were wounded, 
General Hale's troops claim that nearly 
200 dead natives were counted along the 
country traversed, Among tho dead was 
a Spanish captain, 

The South Dalota Regiment bore the 
brunt of the fighting and had five men 
killed and nine wounded, 

Tho temperature yesterday was 94, and 
sevoral cases of sunstroke were reported. 

During the day the Amoricans captured 
850 prisoners. 

Filipinos Improving. 

Tho Filipino troops engaged were well 
uniformed and well drilled. As the cam- 
paign progresses, the rebel troops sro 
improving. They are adopting American 
methods and the accuracy af their shoot- 
ing is evinced by the faot that the flve 
Amoerioans were shot in the head, 

General Hale at 4 o’olock yosterday 
morning crossed the river and advanced 
on Calumpit. General MacArthur's divi- 
sion also adyanced, and nine of the 
armored flat cars were pushed ahead on 
the railroad, The Kansas Regiment ad- 
vanced on the right of the track and the 
Montana Regiment pushed forward on its 
left. The rebels are already returning to 
Malolos and are becoming troublesome, 
They fired on an ambulance yesterday 
svhich was passing across the Plaza, and 
they have driven the Chinese out. The 
Third Artillery patrolled the town last 
night. 

MacArthur Halted His Maen. 


Gen. MacArthur’s division fought on 
the trenches before Calumpit yesterday, 


jungle, and crossing the Bagbag River, 
Six Americans were killed and 28 wound- 
ed. The South Dakota Regiment pursued 
the insurgents to the outskirts of Calum- 
pit, which was so strongly protected that 
Gen. MacArthur deemed it best to with- 
draw his tired fighters and camp for a 
night’s rest before assaulting the town. 
The largest buildings of Calumpit were 
on fire when the Americans crossed the 
river a mile away, indicating the inten- 
tion of the insurgents to abandon the 
place. 


REPORT FROM OTIS. 





Official Details of Hale's Engagement 
and Loss-Calumpit Invested. 


Washington, April 26.—The following 
has been received at the War Department 
from General Otis, at Manila, April 25: 

“‘Hale’s Brigade, MacArthur's Division, 
moved down right bank Quinqua River 
yesterday to vicinity of Calumpit; now 
_joined by Wheaton's Brigade on left 
bank. Hale encountered flerce opposition, 
driving enemy with heavy loss, taking 
his entrenchments in flank. Hale's casu- 
altios, six killed, 18 wounded. The divi- 
sion has now invested Calumpit, which 
will be taken to-day. Lawton, with part 
of bis command, reaches Norzagar this 
evening, where he will be joined by 
centre column from Bocaye. Extreme 
heat, rain, high streanrs, bad roads, made 
march very difficult. He has not met 
opposifion since leaving Noyaliches, 
cnemy retreating in his front. South of 
and near Manila enemy has a force of 
1,000, making demonstrations daily; can 
be easily taken caro of. It cannot com- 
municate with north. List of casualties 
of day before yesterday cabled to-day.’' 


LADY OM IS OMINIPOTENT, 





His Majesty of Coren a Puppet in Her 
Skillfal Hands. 


Vancouver, B.O., April 26.—Accord- 
ing to despatches from Corea, received by 
the mail steamship Empress of China, 
the world will soon be talking of Russia's 
tremendous inroads into the country. 
Russia has won over Lady Om, the fay- 
orite mistress of the Hmperor, who has 
dreams of ascending the throne through 
the help of Russia. The Emperor has 
leased exclusively to Russia three whal 
ing ports—Ouslan, Sungchinoo and Chin- 
podo—in all 700 meters in length and 850 
in breadth, The despatch says Lady Om 
has so enchanted the Emperor that His 
Corean Majesty is a puppet in her hands, 
His ministers say beware of Russia, and 
the Hmperor echoed Russia must not 
have a foot of Corean territory. Lady 
Om was appealed to by the Russians. 
The Mmperor was severely lectured by 
that Jady, the sequel being that tho 
objecting ministers were banished from 
Corea for 15 years, and the Russian de- 
mands were acceded to. The Hmperor 
also, af the suggestion of the intriguing 
Lady Oin, told the outlawed ministers 
that they could thank Lady Om that 
their heads were not taken off. 





Lussin's Clamps on Persia. 


Bombay, April 26.—The Times of In- 
dia says it learns from an unimpeachable 
sonree that Russia has secured an interest 
in & port on the Persian Gulf sufficient 
to give her the right to take possession of 
if whenever she chooses. It is added that 
this information comes direct from 
Teheran, and itis believed the port re- 
forred to is Bunder-A bbassee. 





fhe Chinese Aoting Ugly. 

Hongkong, April 26.—The British 
authorities are not over-sanguine of a 
peaceful occupation of. the new British 
district of Kowlon, opposite Hongkong. 
‘The natives, though casily routed, do not 
scatter and are now re-ocoupying villages 
in the interlor, from which they were 
driven. A force of 40,000 Chinese is now 
gathering back of Talpofu.

ing prince.’’ eulogizing Gromwell, 
Dr. Parker said: ‘‘When the prince fails, 


then let the oguntry mourn! We look to 
prinoes for noble deeds and a high exam- 
ple. When I see my prince and my 
preacher on 8 race course I don’t like {t,”” 
Rabid Attack on the Sultan. 

These remarks were cheered by the 
audience. and Mr. Parker proceeded to 
make a rabid attack on the Sultan of 
Turkey, during whioh he said: ‘‘Emperor 
William may call him his friend, but in 
the name of God, the Wather, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost, I say God damn the 
Sultan!’’ 

The preacher concluded with a passion- 
ate denunolation -of the church for 
“accepting Protestant money for per- 
forming Popish trioks.’’ 

Then, drawing from his Bible the 
undertaker’s bill for his wife’s interment, 
he scathingly read the word on top of 
the bill, ‘‘unconseorated.’’ 

“Shame!” shouted Dr. Parker, and the 
congregation loudly re-eohoed the word. 

Continuing, the preacher said: ‘‘When 
I read the word it meant vitriol poured 
into a red, gaping wound. It is a knavish 
trick! a Popish device! detestable blas- 
phemy! It made me still more faithful to 
non-conformity, which made Hngland 
possible to live in,’’

h. day after the House met the address 
was notconsidered until the Monday after, 
and was carried the same day it was taken 
up) ; at the other four sessions the address 
was carried on the 7th, 8th, 9th and 10th 
days of the session. From 1874 down to 
1890 (17 sessions) the address was adopted 
on either the Friday or Monday after the 
opening every year but one (1879) when it 
was not carried until the 9th day. 


From 1891 to 1895 inclusive, 5 sessions, 
the address was adopted three times on 
the Monday and twice on the Tuesday 
after the meeting. In 1896 a bad break 
took place and the address was not adopt- 
ed until the 22nd day of the session ; but, 
it is only fair to mention that this was the 
*‘Remedia! Bill” session and that although 
the House met on 2nd January, it was not 
until the 16th that the address was con- 
sidered, on account of the resignation of 
seven ofthe Ministers, who subsequently 
withdraw their resignations, At 3 of the 
four sessions of the present Parliament the 
address was carried on the 9th day of the 
session, and, as already stated, it was not 
until the thirty-fourth day of the present 
session that the debate was disposed of. 


‘The Liberal papers have "been blaming 
the Opposition for this long delay in get- 
ting down to business, but this is not fair, 
aS more supporters of the Government 
spoke than did members of the O;)position, 
and that they did not speak at quite such 
great length is good evidence that they had 
fewer sins of omission or commission to 


the following censure of the Oanadian 
Government : 


“And this House regrets that the Gov- 
ernment has not, in response to these re- 
peated advances by the Imperial authori- 
ties, made any attempt to secure for the 
produce of Oanada that preferential treat- 
ment in the markets of the United King- 
dom which would be of such inestimable 
value to the farmers and other producers 
of Oanada competing ayainst foreign rivals 
in the markets of the Unit: 1 Kingdom, 
would set in motion a great tide of immi- 
gration to our shores, people the yast 
wheat areas of the Oanadian northwest, 
enhance farm values in the older provinces, 
promote the unity of our Empire and 
speodily deliver it from dangerous depend- 
ence upon a foreiga food supply.” 

The Government introduced two resolu 
tions on Friday which will come up for 
discussion next Friday. The first is the 
Pacific cable resolution, which pledges 
Canada to upite with the Australian cold- 
nies and the Unite] Kingdom in laying 1 
cable- under the Pacific ocean, Canada 
to contribute five-eighteenths of the 
cost ; and the second is for the purchase of 
the Drummond Counties railway for $1,- 
600,000, which is quite a deal more than it 
is worth. Both sides of the House ave 
pretty well agreed on the Pacific cable, 
although there may be some little differ- 
ence as to details; but there will be a 
pretty stiff fight over the Drummond Coun- 
ties deal.

Goverument Illustration Stations, 

In reply to questions by Messrs, Dugas 
and Martin, thé Minister of Agriculture 
announced the Government's intention 
to establish a tobacco-growing illustration 
station at St. Jacques, Montcalm, and 
agricultural’ illustration stations  else- 
where as provided for in the estimates; 
also that in conjunction with the local 
Government experiments in spraying 
fruit trees and packing fruit would be 
made in Prince Edward Island. Mr. 
Martin was also informed that several 
poultry-feeding establishments would be

The Exodus to the States. 

Mr. MoAllister inquired if the atten- 
tion of the Government had been drawn 
to the several despatches In The St. John 
Sun from places in New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia noting the departure of 
scores of people for the United States. 

In reply, Mr, Sifton said the telegrams 
appeared to him to be manufactured for 
political rather than news purposes, ‘but 
he read an extract from The Mail and 
Empire, in which the statement was 
made that ‘Canadians are not going in 
any numbers to the United States.’’ 

The Duty on Coal Ol. 

Mr. Moore (Con,, Stanstead) moved the 
following resolution: ‘‘That in the opin- 
fon of this House it would be in the 
interest of the farming and laboring 
classes and the country generally to re- 
duce the duty upon coal ofl for illumin- 
ating and manufacturing purposes, that 
it would also be in the interest of the 
consumers of coal ofl for lighting or 
manufacturing purposes to permit its 
storage in tanks, and its distribution 
therefrom, also from tank cars in wagons 
or other sultable vehicles, to dealers and 
consumers, thus saying to the latter the 
cost of barrels and cooperagé, and to take 
such means as may be deemed necessary 
to protect the Canadian people from the 
evil effects of trusts, combines and 
enous upon this important indus- 
ry.’’ * 

Speaking to his motion, the mover said 
both parties had given greater protection 
to coal oil than the consideration of in- 
terests of the consumer justified. Oil, he 
sald, which sold in the United States for 
10 cents cost 26 cents in Canada. By 
allowing distribution in tank wagons the 
cost would be reduced about three cents 
a gallon, while if the privileges were 
sllowed to dealers in Canadian oll only, 
the duty could be reduced. He quoted 
figures to show that the duty was most 
oppressive. 

Major Beattie, who moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, contradicted many of 
the foregoing allegations, pointing out 
also the misleading nature of the charge 
that the Standard Oj] ‘Trust controlled 
the Canadian wells.

Wrote a Letter to a Relative Who Gave 
It Publication. 


Cincinnati, April 27.—A letter written 
y Rear-Admiral Kautz to his cousin, 
Mrs. Charles Lindely of Cincinnati, has 
been made public by the recipient, It is 
dated March 28, and is in the easy vein 
of a relative’s private correspondence. In 
the letter he says: ‘‘I am not king here, 
but just plain boss of the ranch. The 
German consul had that position up to 
my. arrival, but since then he has been a 
yery silent partner. I am very much 
afraid he does not like me; in fact, I am 
not at all popular here with the Germans, 
‘ButI am all right with the English, 
and hope to pull through with them. I 
baye no doubt of being sustained by the 
Government in all I have done."’ 
Caused Consternation, x 
Washington, D.C,, April 27.—The pub- 
lication of Admiral Kautz's letter refer- 
ring to his position at Samoa caused 
absolute consternation at the Navy and 
State Departments at first reading, but 
there was soon shown a disposition to 
minimize the affair before it was clearly 
apparent that the letter was nothing 
more than a strictly private communica- 
tion passing between mémbers of the 
same family. In official German quarters 
the letter was not treated yery seriously, 
and there was no indication that the 
German authorities would take cogni- 
zance of it. 
Coghlan Reprimanded. 
Washington, D.C., April 27.—The case 
of Capt. Coghlan may be considered as’ 
finally closed. The German ambassador, 
Dr. yon Holleben, called at the White 
House yesterday afternoon and had a 
conference on the subject with the Prest- 
dent of such a satisfactory nature that 
the matter was regarded as settled. The 
President explained the course the Navy 
Department had taken in administering 
4& reprimand to Capt. Coghlan. During 
the day the Navy Department administer- 
ed to Capt. Coghlan the reprimand in the 
form of a letter from Secretary Long to 
the officer. It is stated at the State De- 
partment that the letter will not be made 
public before the officer has recelyed it, 
and probably not then.

27.—Aguinaldo’s army 
yesterday defended Calumpit energetic- 
ally, which is said to indicate fhat the 
robela are finally making that place their 
leat ditch, or stand, which the Americans 
expected them to make at Malolos For: 
the first time the Filipinos ure employ 
ing artillery, They brought two guns into 
action in the trenches yesterday before 
Calumpit, firing modern shrapnel, which 
burst over the heads of General Wheaton's 
men without effect, The fighting was re- 
sumed at 6 o'clock in the morning 

Daring the night the Amerloan on- 
gineers repaired the Bagbag bridge, thus 
enabling the American troops to cross 
toe river, 

F Whenaton'’sa Brigade Advanced, 

General Wheaton's brigade advanced In 
extepded order, with the Kansas Regi- 
ment to the west of the railroad and the 
Montana Regiment to the east of it, and 
took up a position covering one and & 
half miles on the south bank of the Rio 
Grande, On the opposite bank were fortl- 
fled trenches, from which a few Amerl- 
can soldiers would have been able to defy 
thousands, so strongly were they con- 
structed, 

The Americans found the trenches on 
the south bank of the river deserted, 
which furnished them with cover from 
which they could pick off Filipinos 
\heneyer one of them showed his head, 

Kebola Had Cunnon. 

When the rebels began firlng, two puffs 
of smoke simultgneously from the trenches 
on each side of the rajjroad track showed 
they were using cannoh, which was a 
genuine surprise to the Americans, Bey- 
era] she)]s burst close to General Whear 
ton's staff, but it seemed that the Filipt- 
nos failed to maater machinery of modern 
shells, os they were wnable to get the 
right range.

General MacArthur bas secured an 
order issued by Aguinaldo to the rebel 
commanders, telling them to Instruct 
thelr mey to economize their fire, save 
the enipty shells, and not to fire at the 
snemy when the latter {$s undercover, 
Yhe Filipinos are also instructed never 
to tire at a longer range than 150 metres, 
and, when fhey- have a river or other 
obstructions in front, to hold their fire 
until within 80 metres.

The Dutchmen are uneasy over 
the result of the petition .toa Joseph 
Chamberlain, England's Colonial Minis- 
ter, signed by 21,000 English residents of 
the Transyaal and setting forth their 
grievances. Chamberlain’s action, it is 
believed, will mark a crisis in English- 
Dutch relations. 

The British army here is being steadily 
augmented. 


A GERMAN REPORT, 


Commander of the Falke Blames Sowe 
of His Couutrymen for the Ill- 








Feeling in Sumon. 


Berlin, Aprjl 27.,—With the view of 
rectifying the reports of the discord said 
to exist between the three naval com- 
manders ab Samoa, The Nord Deutsche 
Zeitung publishes extracts yesterday from 
the reports of the commander of the 
German warship Falke up to March 28, 
in which Captain Schoenfelder says: 

“The wildest rumors are current con- 
cerning the relations between the officers 
and crew of the Falke and the Ameri- 
cans and English. The reports are due to 
some of our countrymen, who do not tire 
of creating ill-fecling between the officers 
and men of the three. countries by pro- 
moting such rumors. 


Relations Thoroughly Courteous. 


“‘A3 4 matter of fact, the relations be- 
tween the different commanders and 
officers are thoroughly courteous and of 
an accommodating character. In spite of 
the arduous nature of the guard duty, 
Captain Sturdee attended the funeral of 
a German sailor, Wichl, with a deputa- 
tion of an officer and 16 men, and Ad- 
miral Kautz hoisted his flag at half-mast. 
No disputes have occurred between the 
German and the American or English 
crews. At a recent meeting, the military 
represontatives of the three powers ex- 
pressed indignation ut the rumors, and 
Whenever the commanders and officers of 
the Falke meet the American and Eng- 
lish officers and consuls social forms are 
strictly observed.’’ 


The Hostilities of Maroh 15, 


Dealing with the commencement of 
hostilities on March 15, and the fact that 
a fragment of one of the Philadelphia's 
shells entered the German consulate, the 
report says: ‘The German consulate was 
not previously notified of the commences 
ment of hostilities and was still inbabited, 
I immediately despatched an officer to 
inform Admiral Kautz that the German 
consulate was not eyacuated, and that 
bis shots had struck the building, and re- 
quested him to cease firing over Apia 
until the Germans were in safety. Ad- 
miral Kautz told the officer that, owing 
to my representations, he would not con- 
tinue firing over Apia, and the following 
day he sent his flag Meutenant to me and 
expressed regret at the occurrence. 

‘Admiral Kautz, on March 15, direct- 
ed that unlformed officers and men rhould 
be allowed to pass freely at all times, 
Yhe Americans on guard duty were al- 
Ways most olvil,’’

Mr. Stewart, of that city, proposed some 
time ago that a tunnel be driven from a 
point 600 meters below the crater to tap 
the bottom of the sulphur deposits.

A gathering storm that 
threatening all afternoon, broke upon 
Kirksville at 6.20 o’clock last night in 
all the fury of a cyclone. A path a quar- 
ter of a mile wide and as clean as the 
prairie Was swept through the castern 
portion of the city, and 400 buildings, 
homes and mercantile establishments, 


had been 


were leyelled to the ground in scattered 
ruins. 
In the heavy rain that followed the 


people who had escaped turned out to 
rescue the injured, For two hours not 
much was accomplished, as all was con- 
fusion, but by 8 o'clock 26 dead bodies 
had been taken from the ruins. It is ex- 
pected that the list of dead will reach 
between 60 and 60, if it does not exceed 
that. Almost a thousand people were 
more or less injured, Daylight will be 
necessary before an adequate estimate of 
loss of life and property can be had,

Debris Took Fire, 

Intense darkness prevailed after the 
cyclone and the rescuers were at a disad- 
vantage for a short time, until flre broke 
out ina dozen places in the ruins and 
shed light over the scene. .No attempt 
was made to extinguish the fires, partly 
because the rescuers had no time and 

rtly because of the need of light. On 

th sides of the storm’s path the debris 
was piled high and burned fiercely. In 
all probability a number of bodies haye 
been incinerated. 

The storm first struck the eastern por- 
tion of the city, near that part occupied 
by the boarding houses of .the students 
of the American School of Cesteopathy, 
State normal school and McWard’s semin- 
ary. It was just supper time for tle 
students, and it is thought very probable 
the list of dead will be well filled with 
students, ‘as a large number of these 
boarding houses were demolished. As far 
as known last night, these three institu- 
tions of learning escaped the storm. 

The storm then went northwest and 
wiped out Patterson’s nursery, pulling 
the trees out of the ground and hurling 
them through the city. A second section 
of the cyclone followed the first, 20 min- 
utes later. It came as an inky black 
cloud, widely distributed, and coyered 
the whole town, but passed above the 
houses, doing no material damage. 

Destruction Out in Nebraska. 


St. Edwards, Neb., April 28.—A terrifle 
wind storm, approaching almost the 
fury of a hurricane. swept over this place 
last night, doing a great deal of damage 
to property and injuring several persons.

Everybody in St. Hdwards went 


into caves or cellars. Hail broke most of 

the windows in town. Meagre reports of 

the storm come in from the country, but 

it is feared that some lives have been lost, 
Boy Killed, Others Hurt, 

Onawa, Iowa, April 28.—The storm 
broke about 10 o'clock last night. The 
house of George Ferren, three miles from 
Ute, was totally demolished and the con- 
tents scattered,. A 10-year-old boy was 
instantly killed, and Mr, and Mrs. Fer- 
ren and five daughters are not expected 
to live. A great deal of damage was done 
to other property, but it is not known 
whether any more lives were lost or not. 
Details are impossible to obtain at pres- 
ent. 

37 Others Killed,

SIRDAR'S LONG CAMEL KIDE. 





Gen, Lord Kitchener Has Returned From 
His 800-Mile Camel Ride. 


Cairo, April 28.—Gen. Lord Kitchener, 
Sirdar of the Egyptian forces, who has 
just returned to Berber from an 800-mile 
camel ride through Kastern Soudan, tele- 
graphs that wherever he has gone, except 
on the Abyssinian frontier, near Galla- 
bat, he has found security of life and 
property. The people eyerywhere are 
delighted at release from the tyranny of 
the one arsed Deryishes. 

The Sirdar says that years of oppres- 
sion at the hands of the Mahdi’s men 
have practically ruined the country. The 
Shukries tribe, which formerly possessed 
80,000 camels, now has hardly 1,000. Of 
the Hadendowa tribe, which was forced, 
for fear of the Dervishes, to remain in 
Osman Digna’s camp, large numbers 
have died of famine. 

The sheiks, Gen. Kitchener reports. 
are taking immediate advantage of tho 
destruction of Dervish authority and are 
trying to repair the fortunes of their peo- 
ple, digging wells) making roads and 
collecting the scattered tribesmen. 


MoLEOD STEWAKT A HUSTLER, 





Liverpool Chamber of Commerce En- 
derses Georgian Bay Canal Scheme. 


Liverpool, April 28.—McLeod Stewart, 
formerly Mayor of Ottawa, Canada, who 
is in England endeayoring to obtain Goy- 
ernment backing for the Montreal, 
Ottawa & Georgian Bay Canal project, 
addressed the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce on that subject yesterday, 
Much interest was aroused by his presenta- 
tion of the advantages of the canal, 
which, he said, would save 1,000 miles 
over the present route, and would result 
in the enormous development of the cat- 
tle trade and the wood pulp industry, 
The maximum cost of the enterprise he 
estimated at £6,000,000. The Chamber

Field was a minister’s son. Notwith-

Notice also that our departed friend 
was a member of a royal family. bere 
were no crowns or scepters or thrones in 
that ancestral line, but the family of the 
Fields, like the family of the New York

lies, generation after generation on the 
side of that which is right and good. 
Four sons of that country minister, 
known the world over for extraordinary 
usefulness in their spheres, legal, com- 
mercial, literary and theological, and a 
daughter, the mother of one of the asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme court. Such 
familles counterbalance for good those 
families all wrong from generation to 
generation —famlsies that stand for 
wealth, unrighteously got and stingily 
kept or wickedly squandered; families 
that stand for fraud or impurity or male- 
yolence; family names that immediately 
come to every mind, though through 
sense of propriety they do not come to 
the lip. 

Among the most absorbing books of 


the Bible is the book of Kings, which - 


again and again illustrates that though 
piety 1s not hereditary the style of par- 
entage has much to do with the style of 
descendant. It declares of King Abijam, 
“He walked fri all the sins of his father 
which he had done before him,’’ and of 
King Azariah, ‘‘He did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his father Amaziah had done,”’ 
We owe a debt to those who have gone 
before in our line as certainly as we have 
obligations to those who subsequently 
appear in the household, Not so sacred jg 
your ol father’s walking staff, which 
you keep in his memory, or the eyeglasses 
through which your mother studied the- 
Bible in her old age as the name they 
bore, the name which you inherited. 
Keep it bright, I charge you. Keep it 
suggestive of something elevated in char- 
acter. Trample not underfoot that which 
to your father and mother was dearer 
than life itself. Defend their grayes as 
they defended your cradle, Family coat 





























































in the early part of this century hardly 
ever reached $700 a year. Economies that 
sometimes cut into the bone character- 
ized many of the homes of the New Eng- 
land clergymen. The young lawyer of 
whom we speak to-day arrived in San 
Francjsco in 1849 with only $10 in his 
pocket. Williamstown College was only 
introductory to a postgraduate course, 
which our illustrious friend took while 
administering justice and halting rufflan- 
ism amid the mining camps of California.

Administering and 
executing law among outlaws never bas 
been an easy undertaking. Among moun- 
taineers, many of whom had no regard 


Pueblo case, the decision that had balked 
unprincipled speculators. Ten years ago 
his life would have passed ont had not 
an Officer of the law shof down his assail- 
ant. It took a long training of hardship 
and abuse and misinterpretation and 
threat of- violenee and flash. of assassin’s 
knife to fit him for the high place where 
he could defy legislatures and congresses 
and presidents and the world when he 
knew he was right, Hardship is the 
grindstone that sharpens intellectual 
faculties and. the sword with which to 
strike effectively for God and one's coun- 
try. 

The reason that life.to so many is a 
failure is because they do not have oppo- 
sition enough and trials enough or be- 
cause they ignominiously lie down to ‘be 
run over by them instead of using them 
for stairs on which to put their foot and 
mount. Those ‘born with a gold spoon 
in thelr mouths’ are apt to take their 
last medicine out of a pewter mug. Op- 
position develops courage, I like the ring 
of Martin Luther's deflance when he said 
to the Duke of Saxony, ‘Things are 
otherwise ordered in heayen than they 
are at Augsburg."’ 

Notice also how much our friend did 
for the -honor of the judiciary. What 
momentous scenes have been witnessed in 
our United States supreme court, on the 
bench and before the bench, whether far 
back it held ifs sessions in the upper 
room of the exchange at New York or 
afterward for ten years in the city ball 
at Philadelphia or later in the Bae of 
yonder capitol, the place where for many 
years the Congressional library was kept, 
& sepulcher where books were buried alive, 
the hole called by John Randolph ‘the 
Cave of Trophonius!’’ What mighty men 


of the land. 

Have you ever realized how much God 
has honored law in the fact that all up 
and down the Bible he makes the judge 
a type of himself and employs the scene 
of a courtroom to set forth the grandeurs 
of the great judgment day? Book of 
Genesis, ‘‘Shall not the judge of all the 
earth do right?’’ Book of Deuteronomy, 
‘The Lord shall judge his people.’’? Book 
of Psalms, ‘‘God is Judge himself." 
Book of the Acts. ‘‘Judge of quick and 
dead.’’ Book of Timothy, ‘‘The Lord the 
righteous Judge.’’ Never will it be 
understood-how God honors judges and 
courtrooms until the thunderbolt of the 
last day shall pound the opening of the 
great assize—the day of trial, the day of 
clearance, the day of doom, the day of 


condemnation to them who are in Christ 
Jesus.’? Under the crowded galleries of 
cloud on that last day and under the 
swaying upholstery of a burning heavens 
and while the Alps and Himalayas and 
Mount Washington are falling flat on 
their faces we will be able to understand 
the significance of those Scripture pass- 
ages which speak of God as Judge and 
employ the courtroom of earth as ical 
of the scene when all nations shall be 
brought into tribunal. 

To have done well, all that such a pro- 
fession could ask of him, and to have 
made that profession still more honorable 
by his brilliant and sublime life, is 
enough for national and international, 
terrestrial and celestial congratulation, 
And then to expire beautifully while the 
prayers of his church were being offered 
at his bedside, the door of heaven open- 
ing for bis entrance as the door of earth 
opened for his departure, the sob of the 
earthly farewell caught up into raptures 
that never die. Yes, he lived and died in 
the fuith of the old fashioned Christian 
religion 

Young man, I want to tell you that 
Justice Field believed in the Bible from 
lid to lid, a book all true elther-as doc- 
trine or history, much of it the history 
of events that neither God nor man ap- 
proves. Our friend drank the wine of the. 
holy sacrament and ate the bread of 
which ‘‘if a man eat he shall neyer hun- 
ger.'’ He was the up and down, out and 
out friend of the church of Christ, If 
there bad been anything illogical tn our 
religion, he would have scouted it, for he 
was 4 logician. If there had been in it 
finything unreasonable, he would have 
rejected {t, because he was a great rea-

Gen, Wheaton sent 
Col. Funstone across with two companies 
of the 20th Kansas Regiment, a couple 
of privates swimming the swift stream 
with a rope under a galling fire for the 
purpose of guiding a raft. Tho men 
crossed in squadg of 20 and attacked the 
left flank of the rebels. The rest of the 
regiment \vas compelled to cross the 
bridge, in single file, along the stringers, 
All the wooden work and much of the 
fron work had been removed, The First 
Montana Regiment followed the Kansas 
across the bridge. 

Attacked by the Nebraskans, 

The First Nebraska Regiment, acting 
as a reserve, attacked the rebels in three 
lines of trenches, driving them out, kill- 
ing 16 and wounding many.

Detroit April 29.—A Washington spec- 
ial to The Free Press says: The Treasury 
Department is preparing to act in the 
matter of taking retaliatory measures to 
offset the course of the Government of 
Ontario in prohibiting the exportation of 
logs cut from Crown lands purchased by 
Americans prior to the enactment of the 
statute requiring the produce of Canadian 
stumpage to be manufactured within the 
Dominion. 

Secretary Gage has telegraphed to Sen- 
ator Fairbanks, chairman of the Ameri- 
can contingent of the joint high commis- 
sion, requesting him to come to Washing- 
ton for an early conference with regard 
to the subject of invoking the provisions 
of the Dingley Act.

MANILA HEROES. 


President McKinley Made a Fervent 
Speech to Capt. Coghlan and 
the Raleigh Sailors. 


Philadelphia, April 29. — President 
McKinley and his party yesterday morn- 
ing visited the cruiser Raleigh, which lay 
at anchor in the Delaware River. 

Accompanied by Capt. Coghlan, the 

President proceeded to the cabin of,the 
cruiser, where he held an informal recep- 
tion. Capt. Coghlan introduced the men 
of the ship, and after passing before them 
with bared head, the President addressed 
the Manila heroes as follows: 
. “Capt. Coghlan and men of the Ral- 
eigh: It gives me great pleasure to bid 
you welcome home, and to congratulate 
you on the heroje part you played in the 
great battle on May 1 at Manila, which 
was 4 mos glorious tNumph of Ameri- 
can arms, and made a new and glorious 
page in American history. 

“I assure you that when I give you 
welcome, I am only speaking the hearts’ 
welcome of 75,000,000 American citizens, 
who honor you for all your splendid 
services to our country. 

“This feeling not only extends to your 
great admiral, wham we all love and 
honor, but to the humblest member of 
the crew who was in that great fleet at 
Manila Bay. 

“T give you all a warm and generous 
welcome and my thanks.’’ 

A tour of inspection of the Raleigh 
was then made by the President. 








GERMANY IS INTERESTED, 





Her Officers Demand That the Truth in 
the Dreyfus Case Be Told. 


London, April 29.—Ernest Vizotelly, 
who has hitherto shown that he is well 
informed on the subject treated, has an 
article in Lhe Westminster -Gazette yes- 
terday, ip the course of which he states 
that the German Government has ad- 
dressed an expostulatory note to the 
French Goyernment regarding the Drey- 
fus case. 

The note, according to Mr, Vizotelly, 
intimated that in certain eventualities it 
Would be impossible for the German 
Government to refrain from officially 
publishing the facts, in justice to its own 
officers, who haye repeatedly solicited 
permission to speak. The note urged in 
forcible terms the desirability, in the in- 
terests of both countries, of a speedy con- 
clusion of the present agitation. 

Mr. Vizotelly learns that 18 of the 
judges of the Court of Cassation are in 
fayor of revision of the Dreyfus case, and 
that 16 of the judges are opposed to that 
course. It is probable, Mr, Vizotelly adds, 
that ona full yote of the judges of the 
united Court of Cassation thé revisionists 
will have a majority of eight. 


Hollund’s Trip a Failure. 
London, April 29.—J. P. Holland, the 
inventor of the Holland submarine boat, 
sailed for New York yesterday on the 
steamship Etruria. His negotiations with 


the Admiralty for the sale of his inven- - 


tion to the British Government failed 
completely, the Government objecting to 
the principle of submarine boats, not 
against Mr. Holland's specific system.

Washington, April 29.—The news from 
the Philippines yesterday was that 
Aguinaldo had sent representatives, 
under a flag of truce, to General Otis to 
ask for a cessation of hostilities until the 
Philippine Congress could be summoned, 
ty decide whether the people wanted 
peace or not.

FC ICED TO KILL HIMSELF. 


ste Was Declared OMctially Dead ana 
Then Driven to Sulcide, 

This is a true story: In San Franolseo 

there's a Chinese secrot society the laws 

of which are as strict and unchanging as 


those of the Medes and Persiang One of 
the members of this society told some of 
its secrets—an offense punishable by 
death. He was to be tried in the usu 


ial 
way before a tribunal of the socloty. 


The night of the ordenl was fixed, Tho 
culprit was represented by able counsel 
but the sentence was death—ng was ‘ex- 
pected. An executioner was called from 
an adjoining room, He was a strapping 
big Chinaman and wore one of those hid- 
cous wooden masks that art critics think 
80 beautiful He carried a double edged 
sword fully flve feet long. To test tho 
cdge he folded a howspaper in eight parts 
and the knife went through those elght 
thicknesses of paper as if it were a bit of 
butter in summer time, 

The culprit was put down upon his 
knees, and another Chinaman, also on his 
knees, faced him and caught the traitor by 
the cue Hoe drew the culprit's neck to- 
ward him, the smock was pulled over his 
shoulders, and with one Inighty swing the 
double edged sword descended, Like o 
flash it clove the alr and then—stopped. 
A fractional part of an inch separated the 
sword from the victim's neck Very, very 
gently the executioner brought the weapon 
down until it just touched the traitor’s 
neck, Then, as it js a crime to kill a man 
in San Francisco, he stopped. Ho brought 
the sword to his side again, turned to the 
judges and sald: 

“The culprit is dead.” 

The newly executed got to his feet and 
said something to the judge. The judge 
did not heed—for the culprit was dead. He 
tried to speak to the Chinamen, who were 
hurrying from the hall. But he spoke to 
deaf cars. To all intents and purposes he 
was a dead man. 

Ho made his way into the street and tho 
first thing that caught his eye was a hugo 
poster proclaiming to all Chinatown that 
he had been executed that eyening. No 
ono would speak to him, no one would 
look at him. He wasa dead man—just as 
dead as if the executioner’s sword had in 
reality descended. 

For a whole week that man wandered 


his execution staring him in the face at 
every turn. Not a crust of bread could he 
beg, not a mouthful of water. His people 
knew him as dead—he was past, gone, 
buried. 

And 60 one day ho wandered up into the 
Amerioan portion of San Francisco and 
stole a revolyer from a messenger boy, 
who was showing it to some companions. 
Then he ran down into Chinatown, sat 
down on the payement beneath one of his 
own death notices and blew the addled

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


The quince can readily be propagated 
by cuttings. - 

Give the house plants as much light as 
possible during the day and darkness with 
a lower temperature at night. ; 

Wounds om trees that are likely to rot 
should have the air excluded in some way. 
Shellac or white lead may be used. 

Scatter wood ashes inthe orchard. They 
contain the elements mostly needed to 
make healthy trees and good fruit.
